A Fight for Control.

The gist of the suit is this: When the 
Northern Securities Company was formed, 
the Harriman interests held control of the 
Worthern Pacific by virtue of stock. This 
stock was turned over to the Northern Se- 
curities Company. This company has de- 
cided upon a return of stock on a basis 
that will not return to the holders the same 
amount that was contributed. The Harri- 
man petition is in accord with the decision 
of the United States Circuit Court on June 
7, 1903, which directed that the stock, share 
for share, be returned to the original hold- 
ers. With this accomplished, the control of 
Northern Pacific will be in the hands of 
Harriman, ; 

The citation in the suit is directed to the 
‘Northern Securities Company, the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company, the Great Nor- 
thern Railway Company, James J. Hill, J. 
P. Morgan, and others, and gives notice 
that on April i2 Harriman, Pierce, and the

STEAMSHIP DRIFTED 25 DAYS. 


Experience of the Clematis Before the 
Tenedos Went to Her Rescue. 


The German Levant Line steamship 
Tenedos, which arrived yesterday from 
the Black Sea and the Mediterranean, fell 
in with the disabled Belgian steamship 
Clematis on March 16 in latitude 36, longi- 
tude 41, and towed her into Fayal. 

The Clematis was bound from Antwerp 
for Savannah in ballast, and had been 
drifting about for twenty-five days when 
the Tenedos was sighted. The shaft was 
broken and the stern tube was shattered. 
The after compartment was full of water. 
Several steamships had passed the disabled 
craft, on bogrd of which fires were lighted 
on the decks to attract attention. Al- 
theugh all passed within a few miles, no 
attention was paid to the signals. 

The crew of the Tenedos worked twenty 
hours in the ship’s boat in rough seas to 
pass towlines on board the Clematis, and 
several lines were broken. After towing 
the Clematis 626 miles, both vessels arrived 


safely at Fayal.

LADY MINTO IN PERIL. 
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DRIVER FLEES AFTER 


Helpless, She ie from Fire by | FIFTH AVENUE ACCIDENT 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 3.—The new 
wing of Rideau Hall, the official residence 
of the Governor General, was destroyed 
by fire to-day. Some anxiety was at first 
felt for the safety of Lady Minto, who 
was lying in one of the apartments with a 
fractured leg, but her removal was accom- 
Plished without difficulty. 

The fire occurred at an early hour. The 
Countess wac carried from her room in 
the front of the building to the ground 
floor to await outcome of events, The 
bearers were domestics, who acted under 
the directions of the Governor General. 

The Ladies Eileen and Violet Elliott, 
daughters of the Governor General; the 
Hon. Zsmond Elliott, the young son, a lady 
guest, Miss Seymour, and ‘the governess, 
Mille, De Jaffa, had barely time to escape 
in their night clothes. They occupied the 
Second floor of what is called the ** new 
wing,’ an extension of the T Shaped main 
building. 

O nthe floor below slept Mr. 
Guise, controller of the household, and 
Capts. Graham and Bell, aides de camp. 
Controller Guise aws awakened by the roar- 
ing of flames. He gave the alarm and with 
chis brother officers tried to extinguish 
the flames with the household apparatus. 
Failing in this they called the city brigade, 
who, after a two hours fight, put out the 
fire. 

At one time the controller and the two 
aides who had mounted the roof were in 
serious dunger, the flames having cut off 
their retreat. The arrival of city firemen 
with ladders proved their salvation, © 

The loss of $50,000 is mainly in damage 
to extensive carpets and bric-a-brac. The 
main part of Rideau Hall is habitable and 
the burned portion will be repaired without 
delay. The fire originated from a defective 
fireplace in which logs were blazing. 

Rideau Hall was purchased as ihe vice- 
regal residence thirty-six years ago, and 
has cost about $200,000. 


FIREMAN THROWN 15 FEET. 


Engine Strikes Elevated Pillar — Cap- 
tain Blames Motorman. 


While responding to an alarm for a fire 
in a one-story addition to H.. Bauermeis- 
ter’s piano factory, at 560 Eleventh Avenue, 
yesterday afternoon, Engine No. 23, sta- 
tioned in Fifty-eighth Street, near Broad- 
way, collided with an elevated railroad pil- 
lar at Fifty-eighth Street and Ninth Ave- 
nue, and Capt. Benjamin C. Curran was 
thrown fifteen feet and painfully injured. 
According to Capt, Curran and Driver John 
Maddigan, the accident was due to the fall- 
ure of a motorman of a south-bound Ninth 
Avenue surface car to stop on thé north 
crossing at Fifty-eighth Street, the car be- 
ing pushed by another ¢ar. 

All cars are supposed to come to a full 
stop at the north or south sides of Fifty- 
eighth Street to avoid a possible coll.sion 
with the Roosevelt Hospital ambulances, 
which go to and from the accident ward at 
that point. 

Maddigan knew of this full stop, and 
when-he saw the cars at the north crossing 
he thought they would stop. The cars did 
not. stop, and, fearing a collision, the driver 
turned his horses sharply and tried to get 
the engine to the north of the pillars. e 
had gone too far, however, and the left 
front wheel struck the pillar. Engineer 
Biggars jumped just before it struck, but 
Capt. Curran was thrown, striktng against 
the curbstone on his breast and right shoul- 
der. 

The tire of the colliding wheel was torn 


off, and the three horses were thrown to. 


the ground. The engine was in such a con- 
dition that it could not be taken to the fire. 

Capt. Curran was examined at the Roose- 
velt Hospital, but as he had only a severe 
bruise on his chest he did not remain. 

“I was ringing the bell. myself,’ said 
Capt. Curran, ‘‘and the whistle was being 
blown as hard as it ever was. The motor- 
man disregarded his rules.”’ 


WIND AND TIDE DRIVE LINER. 


La Touraine Has to Leave Upper Bay— 
Immigrants Fear Deportation. 


Incoming steamships had great difficulty 
yesterday in covering the distance from 
Quarantine to their piers. In: the morning 
the tide was running down and with it went 
a wind which blew at almost ten miles an 
hour. Several vessels that had stopped to 
be passed by the health officer and to take 
aboard clistoms inspectors were turned 
about by the elements and headed again 
out to sea. They could not turn in the 
upper bay, but were compelled to go out- 
side of the Narrows. where they made a 
wide detour about Gravesend Bay, and 
again xAcaced for the city. 

The water in the harbor, because of the 
northwest gale, was at the lowest point 
yesterday that it has reached in several 
years, Vessels all over the upper bay were 
left stranded and unable to move until late 
last night. One large tramp steamship was 
unable to get off of the Jersey flats before 
her keel buried itself in the mud, and as 
the water receded she gradually listed until 
she was almost on her side. Last night, 
when the water returned, she was again 
righied and anchored in deeper water. 

The big French liner La Touraine had a 
particulariy hard time in reaching her 
pier. As the usual inspections were in 


progress aboard of her while she lay in 
Quarantine the wind and tide swung her 
about, and when she again got under way, 
although trree big tugs tried hard to bring 
her back to her original position, she could 
not get her nose again pointed up the bay. 

A rumor then started among the suv 
steerage passengers that they were not to 
be allowed to land, but were to be taken 
back to France. As the vessel started 
down the bay to make a turn outside of 
the Narrows, ard the current rumor seemed 
to be confirmed, the eatest consternation 
prevailed op board, he steerage passen- 
gers began to weep, so that officers were 
tinally sent to reassure them. 


BANDIT TRIES TO SAVE MEN.

‘Are Innocent of Murder.

“IT shot and killed Barrett. I make this 
statement solely to save innocent men. I 
have no hope for life and I do not want 
innocent persons to suffer for what I have 
done.”’

The carriage, driven by Charles Schmidt 
of 232, East Seventy-sixth Street, who is 
employed by the Seamon Stables, at that 
address, was going south on the avenue. 
At Thirty-first Street Michael Chichie, six- 
teen years old, of 26 Spring Street, who 
was riding a bicycle, ran into the off horse 
of the carriage. He was thrown off his 
bicyclé and one of the wheels of the Treavy 
vVéhicle ran over his body. 

Schmidt, according to witnesses, whipped 
up his team and dashed through Thirty- 
first Street toward Broadway. Following 
him on the avenue was the cab, in which 
Mr, and Mrs. Morse were riding. Mr. Morse 
ordered his driver to follow the carriage, 
{ and a race through the street began. When 
Schmidt reached Broadway he stopped, and 
Mr. Morse, jumping from his cab, called 
Policeman Geffner of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station and told him of the accident. 
The policeman mounted the carriage in 
which, Miss Rhinelander and Mrs. Waldo 
were, and all were taken to the station. 

“This man," said Mr. Morse to Capt. Cot- 
trell, ‘“‘ treated the boy like a dog. I can’t 
think that he deliberately ran over the boy, 
for it probably was an accident. However, 
he whipped up his team and tried to escape. 
I will be in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court ‘in the morning and appear against 
the prisoner.’’ 

Mrs. Waldo, who for some time has been 
ill, was overcome by the accident. A po- 
liceman was sent by the Captain to engage 
a cab for the women, and they were taken 
to their home. 

Meanwhile, the boy had been cared for. 
He was rendered unconscious by the fall 
and lay for some seconds in the street. A 
woman who was richly dressed and who 
was driving north on the avenue saw the 
accident and immediately ordered her driv- 
er to stop. She jumped out of the cab, 
lifted Chichie to the sidewalk, and sitting 
down On the curb, placed the unconscious 
boy’s head on her lap. With handkerchiefs 
she wiped his wounded face and asked 
some one tO send for an ambulance. When 
one arrived from the New York Hospital 
with Dr, Humphries, she assisted him in 
bandaging up the cuts on the lad’s head. 
The boy finally regained consciousiiess, and 
Was removed to the hospital, where it was 
said that it was feared that he was suf- 
fering from internal injuries, besides the 
numerous contusions about the body. 

The woman, while the boy was being 
placed in the ambulance, entered her cab 
and drove away, her identity not being re- 
vealed. Her dress, which was made of 
brown silk and trimmed with lace, was 
spoiled.

The situation at present appears to be 
as follows: 

As regards the land forces, Gen. Kuro- 
ki’s army is now in a position to attempt 
to force the passage of the Yalu when- 
{ ever and wherever he may elect to 
strike, but it would seem that having se- 
cured the necessary strategic position, 
he is awaiting the development of the 
second Japanese mobilization before 
making a decisive move. 

This development has already begun, 
but it is not possible for me to say where 
until the blow has actually fallen. ; 

In the meantime the Japanese and Rus- 
sian outposts are constantly in touch 
along the line of the Chong-Chong-Ang, 
but as a rule they do not come into se- 
rious conflict, though one or two sharp 
affairs are reported in which honors ap- 
pear to be more or less equally divided. 

The country in which the troops are 
now operating has been studied with a 
view to rendering the operations of the 
Cossacks less valuable than those of 
well-trained infantry. 

The weather is improving rapidly, 
{| though communications are still extreme- 
ly difficult. The Japanese are..making 
je progress in improving. the roads, 
{and until next Winter the land army 
1 will not have to experience such cold 
as was endured by Gén. Imouye’s army 
in the march to seize Ping-yang. 

Of the naval situation, it is not easy 
for me to give a correct estimate, as I 
do not know whether the whole Russian 
Squadron was in Port Arthur last Sun- 
day when the Japanese sunk the mer- 
chantmen, and, if it was, whether the 
harbor was successfully blocked. 

Those who participated in the attack 
think it was, but Admiral Togo expresses 
doubt, though he attaches no blame to 
any one, simply remarking that if the 
channel is open, the reason is that the 

| number of ships sunk was not sufficient. 

I passed within clear view of Port Ar- 
thur entrance yesterday morning. I 
could distinguish no smoke and met no 
Russian vessels outside. 

This, however, is not conclusive of any- 
thing. Considerable fogs are frequent 
over these seas, and it is possible that 
under their cover Admiral Makaroff will 
attempt to put into practice his own 
theories of destroyer tactics. He still 
possesses eleven sedworthy vessels of 
this class. 

The latest trustworthy reports of the 
Russian land forces are that the main 
concentration is on the line of Liao- 
yang and Hai-Cheng, south of Mukden; 
that arrivals from the north and deple- 
tions from the Port Arthur garrison are

Proclamations Call for Repeti- 
tion of Kishineff Horror. 


WARNING, 


South of Russia Attributes Far Eastern 
Trouble to Jews—M. de Plehve’s 
Friends Active There.

VIENNA, April 3.—An official telegram 


from St. Petersburg states that in view 
of disquieting rumors, in circulation 
among the Jews in Southern Russia, 


and reproduced in many foreign newspa- 
pers, the Russian press has been warned 
to publish nothing that is likely to 


arouse popular passion or to incite one 
portion of the people against another. 

The local authorities are instructed to 
take strict measures for the maintenance 
of peace and order. 

It would be of interest to know how 
far the publication of the rumors re- 
ferred to in the foreign press contributed 
to bring the Russians to a hardy sense 
of their duty. M. de Plehve’s old friend, 
Krushevan, is very active in Southern 
Russia. His hostility to the Jewish peo- 
ple is seconded by the Novoe Vremya, 
which has informed the credulous public 
that the war in thé Far East is the work 
of the Jews. 

Proclamations have been distributed 
in Southern Russian centres just as they 
were distributed in Kishineff before the 
massacre there. One circulated in Odessa 
reads as follows: 

“To True Believers—We are entering 
upon the Easter festival. Last year our 
brethren settled accounts with the Jews, 
the murderers of our God. Brothers, it 
was a glorious time. : 

“ But our foes are not abashed. Satan, 
who has assumed the shape of the Jews, 
continues to disturb our home, our holy 
Russia. Behind the Jews our foes at 
home, stand innumerable Jews abroad, 
in alliance with the unbelievers, the 
English, Americans, and Japanese. 

“Godless England and usurious Amer 

ica threaten us, and wish Japan to tear 
us down, but danger lies at home. The 
peril is with the Jews, who drink our 
children's blood, poison our youths with 
foul and pernicious ideas, and over- 
throw the pillars of our holy State and 
faith. 
.“ Against this hundred-headed hydra, 
this venemor's reptile, we must battle. 
By itself the Government is powerless. 
The people must arise and help in this 
war of annihilation. 

“The Czar desires the destruction of 
the Jews. With the sacred Easter ap- 
proaches the glorious anniversary of 
Kishineff. Let us show the Jews our 
R ian might, and destroy them 
wherever they live. 

“ Kill them. No quarter. Every single 
one is a foe and a traitor. We were too 
soft-hearted last year. With blood we 
pay for our children’s blood, which they 
drink. 

“At Easter with their blood we will 
pay for our poor brothers who on their 
account were condemned to hard labor. 
With their blood will we pay for Jap- 
anese war. Death to the Jews. God is 
with us and the Czar is for us.” 


POLICEMAN BOSSE REARRESTED 


Magistrate Acts on Murder Charge After 
His Release by Justice Gaynor. 


In the Lee Avenue Police Court, Williams- 
burg, yesterday Policeman William H. 
Bosse of the Classon Avenue Station was 
charged with murder on a warrant issued 
by Magistrate Higginbotham, before whom 
the policeman was arraigned. 

Bosse was arrested last week charged 
with having caused the death of Patrick 
Farrell, a bartender in a saloon at Myrtle 
Avenue and Raymond Street. Supreme 
Court Justice Gaynor on Saturday dis 
charged the policeman in habeas corpus 
proceedings. That night Magistrate Hig- 
ginbotham had all the witnesses tn the 
case in his office in Femple Court, Brook- 
lyn, and after they had made affidavits 
he issued another warrant for Bosse’s ar- 
rest. The prisoner was committed for a 
hearing to-day. 

Magistrate Higginbotham said afterward 
that his action was a new proceeding and 
distinet from that on which Justice Gaynor 
had passed. The Magistrate said that he 
had new information, and had taken the 
depositions of five witnesses in the case. 

Justice Gaynor, when asked about Magis- 
trate Higginbotham’s action, said that it 
was probably a new proceeding, and did 
not interfere with his ruling. When Bosse 
was first arrested, the charge against him 
was made “on information and belief” of 
only one complainant. Judge Gaynor de- 
nounced the arrest on so little evidence.

RUSSIAN CREW FOUGHT 
IN STORM OF SHELLS 


Scenes of Heroism.and Carnage on 
Board the- Bayan. 


CAPTAIN CALM THROUGHOUT 


Cruiser’s Effort,to Follow the Japanese 
Fleet Cheered by the Wounded 
Below. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, April 3.—The Novi 
Krai of Port Arthur describes the scene 
on board the cruiser Bayan during the 
recent bombardment, as follows: 

“ Bursting shells bowled over man after 
man until the decks were slippery with 
blood. Amid this hell the Captain stood 
unmoved in the conning tower, calmly tele- 
phening his orders to the Gun Captains. 
His wonderful calmness had a marvelous 
influence upon all the officers. 

‘The cockpit was soon crowded, thirty- 
nine men being there before the fight 
ended; but amid she crash of the guns, 
the hiss of flying projectiles, the thunder 
of explosions, and the din of the working 
‘engines the Surgeons labored over the 
wounded at the hospital operating table. 
Some of the men suffered frightful agony, 
but there were few groans, in spite of the 
fact that anaesthetics were administered 
in only one case. 

‘““When the battle ended and the enemy 
began to draw off the officers on the 
bridge cheered, and the cheering’ extended 
dewn into the hold, the stokers, and even 
the wounded, joining in it. 

“The Captain signaled for full speed 
ahead after the retreating Japanese, but 
the Bayan hed not gone far before the 
flagship signaled it to return.” 

A correspondent of The Associated Press 
at Port Arthur telegraphs to-day as fol- 
lows: 

“All is quiet in port, and the situation is 
unchanged throughout the peninsula. 

“Deposits of coal, similar to that of 
Cardiff, Wales, have been found in the 
vicinity of Port Arthur. The discovery is 
an extremely important one, in view of the 
necessity of obtaining an ample supply of 
fuel for the fleet. 

“During the inspection made by Viceroy 
Alexieff he visited the battery on Electric 
Cliff and presented the commander with 
an old bronze cross sent by a Moscow 
woman, who requested that it be erected on 
the most dangerous part of the fortress.’’ 


PORT ARTHUR, April 3.—Preparations 
have been made to give the Japanese a 
warm reception in case they again at- 
tempt to block the harbor. P 

A signalman named Andronsenko, who 
during the bombardment of Vladivostok 
remained at a small signal station on 
Askold Island, near the enemy’s ships, 
and wired information of ‘the: movements 


of the enemy to the fortress. has been 
decorated with the Cross of St. George. 


LONDON, April 4.—The Daily Telegraph's 
Séul correspondent .believes that the de- 
fenses of Port Arthur have been so weak- 
ened that the early capture of the port is 
to be expected. here is little doubt, the 
correspondent says, that only a narrow pas- 
sage is left and that at the first favorable 
opportunity the Japanese will block the 
channel.

Fire Defies Control for a Time, 
Causing $50,000 Damage. 


STOPS CHURCH CHRISTENING 


Chief Croker Has Narrow Escape—Po- 
lice Reserves of Six Precincts G pO, 
Hold Back Crowds. WW 


Six men and one woman, working over- 
time on rush clothing orders, narrowly es- 
ecaped being cut off by flames last night in 
the ‘seven-story brick business building at 
the southeast corner of Bleecker and Mott 
Streets, 318 to 322 Mott Street and 26 to 30 
Bleecker Street. 

The flames, starting in the establishment 
of the Guarantee Clothing Company, on the 
fourth floor, were working toward the stair- 
ways when those at work smelled the 
smoke. Two men who were on the sixth 
floor were forced to climb down the fire- 
escape on the Bleecker Street side to the 
street. The others, who were working on 
the fifth floor, got down the stairways. 

The first floor of the damaged building 
is occupied by the Columbia Silk Mills and 
the Rapid Transit Station Café; the second 
floor is unoccupied; the third floor, the Nov- 
elty Clothing Company; fourth floor, Guar- 
antee Clothing Company; fifth floor, H. 
Breslauer, clothing manufacturer; sixth 
floor, Wolf & Solotar, clothing; seventh 
floor, Sykes and Abe Hirshbaum & Co. 

When the fire started, shortly before 7 
o'clock, Israel Davis of 422 East Seventy- 
seventh Street; Louis Mintez of 60 Columbia 
Street, and William Franzblau of 319 East 
Seventy-sixth Street and an Italian woman 
and her son were working in thé Breslauer 
establishment. On the sixth floor were 
Harry Larsky and Emanuel Rosenfeld. 
Those on the fifth floor discovered the fire 
first and ran down to the street. 

Davis, Mintez, and Franzblau were 
stopped by two policemen and detained for 
about an hour, during which time they were 
questioned by Inspector Titus. They knew 
nothing of the origin of the fire and were 
allowed to go on their way. Larsky and 
Rosenfeld climbed down the fire escape on 
the Bleecker Street side. They said that by 
the time they discovered the fire an alarm 
had been turned in and they found them- 
selves cut off by the flames. 

When Deputy Chief Kruger arrived he 
found that the fire had spread to the fifth 
and sixth floors and was eating its way to- 
ward the seventh. 
then a third, and then a fourth alarm. In 
addition, he sent in an extra call for a

to the second alarm, he had two of these 
machines at work. The water pressure was 
high and the fire was gotten under control 
in about an hour. In addition to this, two 
searchlight engines were used. The fire was 
extinguished with a loss of about $50,000, 
according to Chief Croker’s estimate. 

In the Church of the Madonna di Loretto, 
on Elizabeth Street, the back of which 
touches the “business building, Father Ro- 
mano was christening a boy baby and there 
were about a dozen men and women in the 
church. Some one entered the church and 
announced that there was a fire in the next 
building. There was much excitement and 
one women fainted. She was carried out 
by her husband. Father Romano carried 
out the baby and kept calling on the others 
about him to be calm. 

Father Walsh, the pastor, was notified 
and went at once to the church. The flames 
Were shooting out over the church and were 
very threatening. Going into the church 
With his assistants, Father Walsh had all 
the altar linen and church records packed 
up ready to be taken out in case of danger. 
The sacrament was not taken from the tab- 
ernacle on the altar, but Father Walsh held 
the key in readiness to get it in case of 
need. The firemen did effective work from 
the roof of the church, and their work was 
highly praised by Father Walsh. 

The buildings at 314 and 316 Mott Street 
are seven-story double-deck tenements, ten- 
anted mostly by Italian families. Patrol- 
men McKane, Dempsey, and Foley of the 
Mulberry Street Station went through them, 
ordering every one out. McKane carried 
out a sick woman and Dempsey a sick man. 
They were taken to a neighboring under- 
taking establisment, where they were 
cared for. 

Great crowds of people flocked to the 
neighborhood, attracted by the flames and 
the fire apparatus. Inspector Titus ordered 
the reserves of the Elizabeth, Leonard, 
Charles, Macdougal, Mulberry, and Mercer 
Street Stations to the scene, and with this 
force of men the crowds were easily han- 
dled. 

Chief Croker had a narrow escape on his 
Way to the fire. He had just finished his 
supper when the second alarm came in. 
His driver anneared with the horse just as 
tke third alarm came in. The Chief jumped 
into the rig, picked up the reins, and started 
for the scene of the fire. He turned south 
into Broadway. At Eighteenth Street, while 


he was going at full speed, the bit snapped 
The horse wabbled a minute, but then con: 
tinued straight. 

Fearing a serious collision; Chief Croker 
called on the horse to stop and at the same 
time threw all his weight on one of ‘the 
lines. The horse graduaily swerved to the 
left and finally ran up on the sidewalk near 
Seventeenth Street and into a building. He 
had almost come to a stop and was not hurt 
by the impact. 

Chief Croker jumped from the rig and into 
a car, ting his rubber coat and helmet 
with him. he motorman of the car hur- 
ried him on to the scene of the fire. 

Magistrate Barlow and Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo’s Secretary, Mr. Howell, were among 
the spectators at the fire. 

“I don’t see how a fire could get. much 
headway in New York with these fellows 
working,”’ said Magistrate Barlow. xe 
think it is simply wonderful.”’ 


ACCUSED OF SWINDLING BOYS. 
Lamson Said to Have Taken $200 De- 
posit When Giving Lad Work. 


Harrison G. Lamson of 239 Broadway, 
living at Avenue A and East Thirty-fourth 
Street, Brooklyn, was arraigned before 
Magistrate Whitman in the Tombs Court 
yesterday, charged with the grand larceny 
of $200. He made no defense and was held 
in $1,000 bail for examination*to-day. Lam- 
son was arrested near the Borough Hall, 
in Brooklyn, on Saturday afternoon after 
a chase of several blocks. Policeman Mur- 
phy of the Adams Street Station saw a 
boy chasing a man, who carried ‘a dress 
suit case, and caught the man, who proved 
to be Lamson.’ The boy was Matthew 
Franks of 252 Heyward Street. 

The boy said early in March, in reply to 
an advertisement offering a position, he 
was told to call early at the office of the 
Traction Development and Security Com- 
pany, at 74 Broadway.

While working for Lamson, Franks said, 
he met a boy named Theodore Kaiser of 
29 myrtie Avenue. Brooklyn, who told him 
that he had paid $300 for a similar position. 
Young Kaiser said he was sent up to the 
Bronx to look at lots up there.

THOUSANDS AT ST. PATRICK’S 


Archbishop Farley Reads Letter from 
Pope Pius—Cathedral Choir Sorrow- 
ful Over Revival of Grego- 
rian Chant. 


Easter arose yesterday smiling, a little 
shyly and a little coolly, but brightly 
enough to emphasize the significance of the 
day to the church and to Vanity Fair. To 
the spiritually inclined it meant the end of 
the season of fasting and prayer, and to 
the rest it meant the beginning of warm 
weather and new clothes. To woman, 
godly and ungodly, it brought the fruits 
of the time of repentance, the crowning 
glory of the Lenten activity of the dress- 
maker—the Spring Gown. 

The principal festival of the Christian 
year, all creeds, it was observed in Roman 
Catholic and Episcopal Churches with 
splendid music and elaborate ceremonial 
before many thousands caf people. No less 
Was it the great festival of clothes, dnd 
although a chilly wind militated against a 
large display cf the more gorgeous and 
flimsy Spring. trappings, a dazzling collec- 
tion of Easter creations, set off in the 
crowds by the sombre garments of those 
who clung to Winter’s wraps. sparkled 
all day long, in the morning efter church 
hours in the time-honored and reviled Fifth 
Avenue parade, and in the afternoon in 
Central Park, on Riverside, and along the 
Seventh Avenue Drive, and everywhere 
where Fashion is wont to sun itself. 

At St..Patrick’s Cathedral yesterday was 
Archbishop Farley’s first Sunday in the 
city since his return from Rome. The 
solemn pontifical mass was not 
by the presence of the new Monsignori 
created by the Pope during Archbishop 
Farley s visit. 

The music was on the same splendid scale 
for which the Easter services at St. Pat- 
rick’s are noted, and the enormous con- 
gregation which crowded every available 
inch in the Cathedral to the doors was due 
no doubt partly to the fact that in all 
probability a musical programme of 
elaborate quality rendered yesterday will 
not be heard in the Cathedral again. The 
Archbishop, oh his. return from his visit 
to Pope Pius X., announced that he would 
take steps to carry out the Pope’s wishes 
in regard to the restoration of the Gre- 
gorian ehant, which has not been generally 
used for more than a century. 

rhe Cathedral choir, which includes Miss 
Katheryn Hilke, soprano, and Miss Clary, 
contralto, has not yet received any notice 
that it wili be r:ecessary to disband, but it 
is daily expected. Many of the members 
of the volunteer chorus of girls, who gave 
their services to the Cathedral, wept yes- 
terday when they assembled before the

sermon. After the mass Archbishop Far- 
iey, in his full pontificals, carrying the 
Archipiscopal cross, preceded by the aco- 
lytes, and attended by the deacons of 
honor, went to the pulpit and announced 
that he would read the letter which: th2 
Pope had written to him. 

**] wish I had the words to describe to 
you the warmness of the reception given by 
the Holy Father. We met not as strang- 
ers, but as ‘men who had known each 
other before. We had met two years before, 
neither knowing the changes that were to 
come, he being then the Archbishop. and 
Patriarch of Venice, I the Auxiliary Bish- 
op of the late lamented Archbishop Corri- 
gan. 

** Ushered ‘into the presence of Pope Pius 
X., I was met with tne same kindliness as 
before, in his countenance the same sweet 
expression that would put even a child at 
ease, yet over which hovers strength, firm- 
ness, and determination of soul. I thought 
that he resembled the Divine Master whose 
vicar on earth he is. 

“It would take long to recite all that 
passed. It was my duty to tell him of the 
condition of my charge, and I could not 
refrain from talking of the great responsi- 
bility I felt. Then I realized all the strength 
of that noble sovl. Embracing me, he 
said: *‘ Behold me,’ and then he told me the 
vhole history of his election, how his name 
¢dhad cotme out unexpectedly to him—how, 
when it came out again, he realized the 
danger, and how he pleaded and prayed and 
wept that they should not lay upon him 
the burden of the universal Church. But, 
he added, when he feels that he is where 
God ‘wishes him to be he is not afraid of the 
responsibilities. 

“And when I detailed to him the history 
of this vast diocese, his enthusiasm seemed 
to. know~no bounds. He exclaimed in ad- 
miration of it when he heard of the num- 
ber of children in our Catholic schools, 
75,000 under the immediate teaching of the 
Church, of the number of Sisters of Char- 
ity, and’of Mercy. 

‘What brought out’his whole soul was 
the description of the provisions made for 
the education of the clergy. That is his 
great aim in life, the foundation idea of 
his administration, first, to have children 
under Christian influence and teaching, 
then from them to choose the flower and 
present them as the firstlings to God for 
the sake of the ministry. 

“TI don’t want to detain you after these 
leng ceremonies, but I cannot close without, 
telling you of the condescension of the 
Holy Father, who, the day after myefirst 
audience—I had got to my lodgings after 
another audience before the Sacred Col- 
lege—when I received ,\by a special courier 
from the Holy Father a letter. I should 
blush ‘to read it, it is so full of praises ad- 
dressed personally to me, but which I be- 
lieve are deserved and intended as much for 


my clergy and people, so I will read it.” 
‘It Was as follows: 


To our venerable brother, John, Archbishop of 
yew York 

Venerabl> Brother, Health and Apostolic Ben- 
ediction: Although but a short time has elapsed 
since you assumed the government of the il- 
justrious See of New York, as Archbishop, you 
have already given striking proofs of your pas- 
toral zeal. We cannot sufficiently praise the 
fatherly care you have bestowed upon the Italian 
eople whoe,have landed on your shores. It has 
betes @ special object of your solicitude to ward 
off fromm them the many dangers that threaten 
their faith ard wluch seek to saduce them from 
the practice vf the religion of their forefathers. 
We are especially pleased to learn that you 
have with wise forethought founded a seminary 
for the education end proper training of aspir- 
ants to. the holy priesthood from among the 
youth of that race. On this we heartily con- 
gratulate you, and we trust the institution will 
prove a lasting Monument of your munificence. 
Nor caa we it here to give expression to the 
deep sense 0° ot oon for the generous manner 
in which you we come to the aid of the ve 4

One of the features of the Easter services 
at St. Andrew's Protestdnt Episcopal 
Church, One Hundred and Twenty-seventh 
Street and Fifth Avenue, of which the 
Rev. Dr. George R. Van De Water is rec- 
tor, has a choir of twenty-five young 
women attired in academic robes of scar- 
jet, with caps of the same color. For 
many weeks past the choir, which is sepa- 
rate and distinct from the. large .cgular 
choir of men and boys, has been drilled 
and instructed as to the arrangements 
made for their début by the organist, Miss 
Minnie L. Humphries, and Mallison Ran- 
dall, the choirmaster. 

The new choir added much color to the 
procession in the morning.

May Be Open Platt-Odell Fight for 


Committee Contest. 


CHAIRMAN NOT ANNOUNCED YET 


Warner Miller to Head Herkimer Dele- 
gation—There Will Be 974 Dele- 


gates in Convention. 


Republicans to the number of 974 will 
assemble in convention a week from to- 
morrow at Carhegie Hall to elect four 
delegates. at large to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, which will start in Chi- 
cago on June 21. Political conditions in 
this State this year are such that more 
interest, perhaps, will attach to this con- 
vention than any that has. been held by 
either party in this city for some time. 
Although it seems to be settled that Thom- 
as ©. Platt, Chauncey M. Depew, Benja- 
min B. Odell, Jr., and Frank S. Black 
will be elected as~the four delegates at 
large, yet the differences which exist be- 
tween the Platt leaders and the Odell 
leaders with reference to the Governor's 
proposed changes in the State Committee 
may result in a fight when that order of 
business is taken up. : 

The programme for the convention will 
be completed on Friday at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel, when Senator Platt and Gov. 
Odell will confer with all the State Re- 
publican leaders and the Governor. will 
report on the permament and temporary 
Chairmanships. It is now reported that 
Senator Horace White of Onondaga will 
be temporary Chairman. It is ‘reported 
that a Congressman will be permanent 
Chairman. The men who have been men- 
tioned as available for this honor are 
Congressmen Payne of Cayuga, Perkins of 
Monroe, Southwick of Albany, and Wads- 
worth of Livingston. 

James S. Sherman of Oneida was perma- 
nent Chairman in 1900—the last Spring 


State Convention held, when the four Re- 
publican delegates at large were cnosen 


and instructed for Levi P. Morton. Con- 
gressman Sherman's selection at that time 
is belleved to put him out of the reckoning 
this year. Senator Nathaniel A. Elsberg 
was temporary Chairman at the conven- 
tion held in the Grand Central Palace four 
years ago. : 

The convention will be called to order at 
about noon by Chairman George W. Dunn 
of the State Committee. The appointment 
of the Committees on Credentials, Reso- 
lutions, and the like will be made, and 
the speech of the temporary Chairman 
delivered. Then an adjournment will be 
taken until about 8 P. M. The speech of 
the temporary. Chairman jis expected to 
‘be the “show piece” of the whole pro- 
ceeding. 

When the evening session opens, the 
permanent Chairman will take control, and 
the speeches nominating the four delegates 
at large will be made. Resolutions in- 
dorsing the Administration of President 


* Roosevelt and pledging the delegates to 


his candidacy at Chicago will be adopted, 
when the: election of members of the new 
State Committee, to hold office from April, 
1904, to August or September, 1905, will 
take place. 

Most of these changes are slated to take 
place in New York County.

WANTS POLICE TO STOP NOISES. 


Says Little Effort Is Made to Enforce 
Laws Against Nuisance. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Police Commissioner McAdoo has said 
that he would do what of course he ought 
to do—enforce all the laws. Apparently 
Mr. McAdoo is making an effort impar- 
tially and thoroughly to enforce some of 
the laws, especially those against keeping 
gambling houses; but there are some laws 
which the police make no effort or practi- 
cally no effort to enforce, some’ of them 
being amomg the best laws on the statute 
books. 

Section 385 of the Penal Code of this State 
provides that ‘‘a public nuisance fs a crime 
against the order and economy of the State, 
and consists in unlawfully doing any act, or 
omitting to perform a duty, which act or 
omission: Annoys, injures, Or endangers the 
comfort, repose, health, or safety of any 


} considerable number of persons.”’

A violation of this law is punishable by 
in the penitentiary for a 


; term not exceding one year, or by a fine 


not exceeding $500, or by both. Hucksters 


' and others violate this law thousands of 


times every weekday before the eyes of the 
police, and nothing or practically nothing is 


_ done to stop them. 


To keep dogs or cats or chickens, at least 


; if kept.in a populous neighborhood and so 


that the noise they make may disturb a 
number of people, is ‘a violation of this law. 
Thousands of people keep dogs, cats, or 
chickens in the city in violation of this 
Statute, inflicting great annoyance, pain, 
and injury upon tens of thousandg if not 
hundreds of thousands of people, yet prac- 
tically nothing is done to put an end to this 
gross imposition, excgpt on rare occasions 
when a private citizen takes the initiative. 
Under Section 195 of the Sanitary Code a 
person who keeps a cat, dog, or chicken 
that actually disturbs but one person to 
the injury of ‘this health—which is certain to 
result from pain or annoyance caused by 
noise—is liable to punishment. 

Beating carpets or rugs where the dust 
may blow irito other houses is punishable 
by a term not exceeding a year in the peni- 
tentiary or a fine not exceeding $500, or 
both. This offense is committed thousands 
of times every day, yet little or practically 
nothimg is done by the police to stop that 
nuigance. This beating of carpets in the 
onen and near other houses is an imposi- 
tion and a nuisance in three different 
ways: It seatters disease germs, it sends 
dirt into other people’s houses, and it 
causes a most annoying and disturbing 
noisé. 

Such noises as those just mentioned, and 
much other unnécessary noise, could be eas- 
ily prevented if a reasonable effort to that 
end wete made. There is just as much rea- 
son why the police should try to prevent 
violation of the laws designed to secure 
quiet and repose as there is that they 
should try to prevent violations of the laws 


against theft, in fact, more reason, for

ROMAN CHURCH AND MARRIAGE. 


Curate of Trinity Church, New Haven, 
Asks for Further Enlightenment. 


ditor of The New York Times: 

te be ‘oan o your Roman Catholic corre- 
spondents to enlighten me and others with 
me as to the true attitude of the, Roman 
Church on marriage, and especially gratify- 
ing is the conciliatory spirit of him — 
signs himself “ Convert.” As a grea 

moral issue is involved of wider than sec- 
tarian interest, I venture to seek still fur- 
ther enlightenment on this important ques- 
ae is certainly an evidence of liberality 
that the Roman Church admits, as we now 
learn that she does, that non-Catholics and 
non-believers may perform one of the 
seven sacraments of that Church by the 
simple act of entering holy matrimony in 
the presence of a Justice of the Peace. It 
follows that the Archbishop must have 
been misquoted when he was alleged to 
have given as a reason for refusing to lend 
his influence toward securing better dil- 
yoerce laws for America that his Church 
regarded marriage as 4 ‘sacrament and 
not as a legal contract.” May I not ex- 
press some surprise that this serious mis- 
quotation was not noted and corrected by 
some one qualified to speak for the Catho- 
lic Church before we unenlightened ones 
were permitted to draw erroneou$ conclu- 
sions from it? 

Perhaps a personal experience contributed 
to my own confusion of mind. A few years 
ago, while in Italy with a connection of 
mine, he became engaged to a Roman 
Catholic lady. The Church, through its 
authorized representatives, demanded that 
before it would sanction the marriage the 
lady should secure a dispensation from the 
Pope that the husband should renounce his 
right to give any instruction in his relig- 
ious beliefs to his children, and he was 
told that even then the Church would not 
bless the union, but only recognize it as 
binding. My friend refused to comply with 
these conditions, and his marriage was per- 
formed by the civil authorities; and the 
union was blessed by & clergyman in the 
American Church in Florence. It now ap- 
pears that the Roman Church by its own 
laws ig bound to recognize this marriage as 
being as valid and as truly sacramental in 
character as though all the conditions pre- 
scribed had been complied with. If my 
friend’s Catholic wife and relatives were 
not instructed as to the Roman Church’s 
liberality on this point, is my ignorance on 
the same subject as lamentable as Mr. (or 
is it Mrs.?) “ F. D. H.” feels it to be? 

The real point at issue, however, is the 
fact which confronts us all as Americans, 
that even though the Roman Church at- 
taches sacramental value to some so-called 
civil marriages, marriages of all kinds are 
being constantly violated, and these viola- 
tions, many of them, receive the sanction 
of the laws of the State. The fact also re- 
mains that en some ground (on what 
ground is no longer clear to me) the Ro- 
man Archbishop of New York refuses to 
co-operate with the movement that aims to 
erect legal safeguards about the sacrament 
the validity of which his Church recognizes. 
He may not justify this laissez faire atti- 
tude by an appeal to the Italian Prelates, 
for as Italians they are uttering vigorous 
protests against the movement to legalize 
divorce in Italy. We would expect the 
Archbishop as an American to take the 
keenest interest in any movement which 
aims to safeguard public morals, and it is 
with unfeigned disappointment that many 
of us view his refusal to lend his influence 
to the endeavor now on foot to remove from 
American honor the scandal of our present 
divorce legislation.

McCARREN DENIES COMPROMISE 


Cockran Said to Wish to Name Parker 


—W. F. Sheehan Busy in New Jersey. © 


That the managers of the Parker canvass 
have an idea of abandoning their efforts 
to have the severity-eight New York State 
National delegates, {nstructed for the Chief 
Judge was denied yesterday by Senator 
Patrick H. McCarren in the strongest terms 
he could summon. He and other Democrats 
of the Parker camp held that any receding 
er concession to Tammany Hall or’ its 
leader, Charles F. Murphy, at this time 
would be a betrayal of the pews interests, 
if such concession should be the upgiving 
of plans to instrtict. The Brooklyn leader 
said: 

“There has been no change on the part 
of Judge Parker’s friends so far as the 
programme for the convention is concerned. 
We shall in pursuance of the precedents 
of the party ask the convention to instruct 
the delegates to the National Convention 
to present the name of Judge Parker as the 
choice of the State of New York. 

“Make that as strong-as you like. In- 
structions* are desirable and important— 
necessary, in fact. We are going .right 
ahead and do everything within our power 
to have the conyention instruct for Judge 
Parker. Any idea that instruction or non- 
instruction is of no import is not held by 
any true supporter of Judge Parker.”’ 

Justice Charles H. Truax, whose state- 
ments were responsible for the impression 
that Tammany Hall might be mollified to a 
certain extent by the dropping of the plan 
to force instructions, said: 

“My statements were miscogstrued and 
unwarranted deductions were made from 
them. It was not inspired. I simply ex- 
pressed my own ideas. It seemed *to me 
that with three-fourths or four-fifths of 
the delegates in favor of Judge Parker the 
question of instruction was not of supreme 
importance. I still think as 1 did yester- 
day. But they are only my own personal 
views. I do not think instruction amounts

Clash Expected Between Jacob's 
and Oyster Bay Forces, 


DISPUTE OVER LAND TITLE 


Jacob Claims Ownership td  Three- 
Mile Strip Which Town 
Contests. 


A clash is expected to-day between resi- 
dents of the 7. of Oyster Bay and men 
in the employ of Leonard Jacob, whose 
home is. 614 Fifth Avenue, Manhattan, 
and his son, Robert Jacob, who own a ship- 
building plant. at City Island. Resort to 
force in the past to acquire and maintain 
possession of a three-mile strip of beach 
known as East Beach, on East Island, 
near Gleh Cove, gives promise of interest- 
ing developments when the two forces 
again ‘meet. 

Leonard Jacob purchased East Island 
from ‘the’ Cox estate and claims ownership 
on the Cox deed. Oyster Bay town de- 
clares the deed, so far as the beach is con- 
cerned, is worthless, as it owns the beach 
on an old grant. The question is very com- 
plicated, delving deeply into riparian rights, 
accretions, &c. ‘ 

Leonard Jacob a week ago sent a force of 
men and took possession of the beach, 
which had been held by the town officials 
since last Spring. On advice of his coun- 
sel, Wilmot T. Cox, Mr. Jacob saw Sheriff 
Jonnson of Nassau County at Mineola and 
requested the assignment of some deputies 
to preserve the peace. Sheriff Johnson 
gave him four deputies and: Mr. Jacob left 
four of: his own men, a total of eight, to 
guard the beach. They remained until 


Saturday afternoon, when 100 men. en- 
gaged by town officials from the leather 
factory were taken to the beach in wagons, 
and the Jacob forces were driven away. 

As thre factory men could not remain on 
guard, Constable Eugene Baile and a 
small force of officers remained to hold 
pessession for the town. Yesterday, by 
mutual consent, everything was quiet, both 
sides, however, being prepared for war. It 
is expected that the Jacob side to-day will 
invade the beach with a force of men taken 
— City Island on a tug, as it has done 

ore. 


FRIEND SAW HER END LIFE. 


Wife of Coney Island Hotel Keeper 
Shoots Herself. 


After quarreling with her husband Mrs. 
Mamie Arkenau, nineteen years old; shot 
and killed herself yesterday in- Arkenau’s 
Pavilion, Coney Island. Mrs. John Peterson, 
a friend of the family, was in the same 
room when the young wife committed sui- 
cide. 

Frederick Arkenau, the husband, who is 
proprietor of the hotel, was standing out- 
side when he heard the shot.

The body was removed to the home 
of Joseph Washauer, the Republican lead- 
er of Coney Island, as Mrs. Washauer and 
Mrs. Arkenau were sisters, Mrs. Arkenau 
before her marriage was a Miss Gohr.

It is impossible for us who know the 
facts, and who are affected by the issue, to 
be otherwise than indignant, and you will 
therefore, I trust, pardon me, if I yse plain 
language. . The statement that this’ bill has 
any .connection, directly, indirectly, or by 
inference, with the Ramapo Company is ab- 
solutely false, and the attempt to destroy 
our rights by resort to such falsehood is 
peculiarly mean and wicked. 

These streams supply power to manufact- 
uring industries which are the life of two 
large villagés.. Not less than 2,000 homes, 
with a hundred or more business concerns, 
are dependent upon these industries, gnd 
the value of these homes and business in- 
terests will be completely ruined if the in- 
dustries are stopped. Were it a question of 
taking property, with compensation, no 
matter how valuable, while we might ob- 
ject, we should not resist, but there is no 
law under which the owners of these homes 
and business concerns can be compensated. 
The power of the city to condemn and take 
property does not reach them. The men 
who have saved up from their little earn- 
ings enough to purchase and build homes 
and establish business will still hold the 
titles to their property. The city has no 
use for it, does not propos? to touch it, and 
eannet pay for it. The city will only-take 
away its value and render it useless, with- 
out compensation and without redress, No 
remedy for this enormous outrage is sug- 
gested, dnd our appeals are met only with 
misrepresentation and abuse. 

The bill will, of course, provide that New 
York City shall not take those two streams, 
and by that much it will restrict the sources 
which can be used, but there are plenty of 
others where no such conditions exist. We 
have no sympathy with or interest in the 
Ramapo scheme. We do not wish to put 
upon the city any injustice, or even incon- 
venience. We ask only for protection to the 
property and rights which are guaranteed 
to us by the spirit of the Constitution it- 
self, but which the operation ofthe law as 
it stands would take from us without rem- 
edy. .

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TERRITORY WITHOUT LAWS. 

Under the authority of what law would 
the customs officers of this port assess 
and collect duties upon merchandise the 
product of the Isthmian Canal strip ar- 
riving here? What duties would be col- 
lecte@ on merchandise produced in the 
United States and entered for consump- 
tion within the canal strip? Where in 
the statutes of the United States can 
there be found the authority for doing 
anything within this territory except to 
build the canal? Nobody can lay out a 
highway in the strip, levy and collect a 
tax or spend the proceeds of the same, or 
build a schoolhouse: no court can hear 
and determine a civil or criminal ac- 
tion; no person can register a deed, issue 
a marriage certificate, or grant a dog 
license under the warrant of any-statute 
now existing. 

The public laws of the United States 
relating to the canal strip are two, First, 
there is the treaty which grants to us in 
perpetuity sovereign rights over the 
strip, Panama relinquishing all rights of 
sovereignty. Second, there is the act of 
June 28, 1902, authorizing the President 
to appoint a commission to select a route 
and dig a canal. Neither in the treaty 
nor in the act is there anything about’ 
the gavernment and administration of 
the strip. It is only on sufferance that 
the laws of Panama can be supposed to 
have any force and effect there. The ex- 
tinguishment of local sovereignty of 
course extinguished local laws. We are 
in a position, therefore, of having in our 
care and control a territory with a pop- 
ulation probably exceeding 3,000, in 
which the rights and obligations of citi- 
zens are wholly undefined, and where no 
machinery of government, no courts, no 
source and seat of authority exist. 

It must have been in contemplation 
that Congress should either enact laws 
for the strip or should constitute for it a 
government with legislative, executive, 
and judicial powers. President Roosr- 
VELT, with that fondness for the posses- 
sion and use of personal power which is 
characteristic of him, seems to have re- 
solved to govern the eanal strip himself. 
At least, until within the past week, it 
has been understood that no Isthmian 
administrative act would be passed at 
this session; the President, it was under- 
stood, would govern the strip through 
the War Department or through the 
commission, a course altogether without 
the warrant of law. There are some indi- 
cations that the Republican leaders in 
Congress doubt the wisdom of such an 
exhibition of autocratic power continu- 
ing through the Presidential campaign. 
Senator KITTREDGE’s bill has been 
amended by a copious borrowing of the 
structural principles of the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Harrison of 
this city, and this bill has been printed 
“for the committee.” The Republican 
members of the committee evidently 
reached the conclusion that it would be 
better and safer to establish a Govern- 
ment of laws on the Isthmus than to em- 
bark upon an experiment of autocratip 
rule.

THE NATIONAL POST OFFICE. 

It may be natural but it is not intelli- 
gent for the Senators from the extreme 
West to treat the question of a Post Of- 
fice site in this city as if it were a local 
question in which anly the residents of 
New York were interested. As a matter 
of fact, the constituents of Senator Pat- 
TERSON of Colorado are more interested 
in having the Post Office at New York 
so situated that no time shall be lost in 
handling the mails than they are in the 
convenient situation of the Post Office 
in any of their own towns. At the point 
of starting of mails it is always easy to 
know and to meet the trains that takes 
the mail, But the business by which 
the prices and the profits of -exported 
products are fixed is largely dependent 
on prompt and swift communication 
with foreign markets, and a delay of an 
hour or two in New York may entail the 
loss of a day or two days each way. A 
considerable part of the farm products 
of the West are exported, and the price 
of what is not exported is determined 
abroad, so that the whole country re- 
quires the very best service at this port, 

The notion that there is some sort of 
risk of dependence on the railroads in 
placing the Post Offices in ‘close contact 
with them is not a reasonable one. Post 
Office business is exclusively, so far as 
letters are concerned, a business of 
transportation, and good sense would 
suggest that it be carried on in offices 
as convenient as possible to the means 
of transportation, If it is good judgment 
to locate a factory or a jobbing house in 
Colorado so that the time and cost of 
conveying material and goods shall be 
weduced to the lowest practicable ficure. 


‘it is also good judgment to do the same 


with an establishment for handling mail. 
For years the energies of the Post Office 
Department, together with those of the 
railway managers, have been steadily di- 
rected to saving time by the development 
of the railway postal cars and their ad- 
juncts, What excuse can there be for 
expending money and skill in saving 
money in the handling of mail matter on 
the cars, and deliberately putting the, 
largest postal establishment in the coun- 
try where hours instead of minutes are 
consumed in getting the mail matter into 
the cars or out of them? 

If it were a question pf handling in the 
best and quickest and cheapest “way 
merely the mail matter originating in 
Greater New York and its immediate 
neighborhood, the question would still 
be very important, for it would concern 
the business of about one-fifteenth of 
the entire population of the Union, and 
that business, owing to the situation of 
the city as a centre of trade, industry, 
and finance, is very much more. than 
one-fifteenth of that of the country. But 
a@ very large percentage of the work of 
the New York office is in handling mat- 
ter that does not originate here and is 
not distributed here, matter passing from 
all parts of the land to other parts or to 
or from foreign countries. “The office is 
essentially a National office, and the ex- 
penditure upon either its buildings or its 
administration is no more for the ex- 
clusive benefit of this city than the ex- 
penditure for the Federal Government is 
for the benefit of the District of Colum- 
bia. We are not surprised at the feeling 
in the Senate that the money is asked 
for New York alone, for it is the habit 
of most Senators to look at expenditure 
from the point of view of local advan- 
tage. But we urge these gentlemen to 
take a broader view, and really to con- 
sider what are the actual interests of 
the whole country, including their own 
States. We are persuaded that if they 
will do that they will be convinced that 
the present opportunity to provide the 
country with adequate postal accommo- 
dations at this point ought not to be 
neglected or deferred. 


TAKING WARNING, 

The Engifh journals opposed to the 
protection schérhe of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
are calling attention to the chronic tend- 
ency toward extravagance resulting from 
the extreme protective tariff of the 
United States. The warning is certainly 
Plain enough, and the situation from 
which it is drawn is simple enough. 

When taxes are laid, as the great body 
of our tariff taxes are laid, not to raise 
revenue, but to hinder competition from 
abroad, the native industries become de- 
pendefit on the maintenance of the hind- 
rance, If the country be prosperous and 
the revenues large enough to create @ 
considerable surplus, all these dependent 
industries naturally work, not for the 
reduction of taxation, but for the reduc- 
tion of the surplus. If taxes are to be 
touched at all, they try to have the in- 
ternal taxes cut and the tariff taxation 
increased, and, in any case, they foster 
all sorts of expenditure. This was what 
happened during the Administration of 
Mr. Harrison under the operation of 
the McKinley tariff. The result was that 
Mr. Harrison left the Treasury literally 
stripped, and it was only by appropriat- 
ing the reserve accumulated for the Te- 
demption of National bank notes and by 
the postponement of all but the most 
imperative dues that the Treasury was 
able to make both ends meet. If at the 
outset of that Administration the inter- 
nal revenue had been left, and the tariff 
rates had been moderately decreased, 
much if not all of the embarrassment ex- 
perienced in maintaining gold payments 
in the Administration of Mr. CLEVELAND 
would have been avoided and the coun- 
try would have been saved the dread of 
a collapse of the National credit. 

Up to the present time it has never 
happened in the United Kingdom that 
any party was stimulated by the inter- 
ests of its members toward extravagance. 
The protection party would clearly and 
strongly be so stimulated. As Great 
Britain has an enormous burden to carry 
at best, such a change would be most 
risky. We do not believe that it will 
readily be invited, 


FRANCE AND THE ORDERS. 

In a recent debate in the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies on the policy of the Min- 
istry in forbidding teaching by the Cath- 
olic orders, the fact was clearly brought 
out that the majority thoroughly believe 
that their constituents are heartily with 
them in support of the Ministry. 

Now, it is a matter of statistical evi- 
dence that out of every eighteen of the 
population of France at least seventeen 
profess the Catholic faith—there are 
only 2,000,000 non-Catholics in a total 
of 35,500,000—and it is certainly deserv- 
ing of attention that the majority of 
voters is steadily and apparently more 
and more with the Government in a 
measure of this sort. It may be said, and | 
it is true, that the proportion of men 
entitled to vote who actually do so is 
small, and that the women are practi- 
cally unanimous in opposition to the 
policy of the Ministry. But while that 
fact lessens the emphasis of the peculiar 
feeling among the voters, it only makes 
it harder to understand. If the actual 
voters are maintaining the extreme at- 
titude of the Government against the 
pressure of a large number of legal vot- 
ers who do not vote, and against that 
of. all the women, they must have some 
pretty strong motive. 

That motive is found not in hostility 
to the Catholic religion, nor even in op- 
position to the regular clergy, but in the 
conviction/that the members of the or- 
ders, without the sympathy and against 
the wishes of a large portion of the 
members and priesthood of the Church,

fear that the present Pope is in accord- 
ance with this spirit among the orders. 
However we may regret or condemn the 
harshness of some of the Government 
measures, it must be confessed that the 
situation as the supporters of the Gov- 
ernment see it is a very serious one. It 
creates and.it explains, if it does not 
justify, a sentiment such as existed in 
this country for a dozen years after our 
civil war, when a large number of our 
people believed that loyalty to the Re- 
public was the real issue in every Na- 
tional election. That sentiment has 
passed away forever with us, but the 
memory of it will enable us in some de- 
gree to understand the temper of the 
French Republicans, Naturally Ameri- 
cans look to the solution of the difficulty 
in the ultimate separation of the Church 
and the State in the way in which it 
exists here, and in the secularization of 
all public instruction; but that solution 
will take a long time in France.

TYPHOID AT WATERTOWN. 
Watertown, N. Y,,4s the latest munici- 


pality to furnish an instructive object 
lesson in the value of measures for pre- 
venting what may be cured only at great 
cost. The beginning of its typhoid epi- 
demic is somewhat in doult. ‘The num- 
ber of cases was only approximately 
known, and no systematic Board of 
Health work had been undertaken to 
check the spread. of the disease. The 
first definite expression of public inter- 
est in the situation took the form of a 
panic, Local business suffered, one of 
the largest of the life insurance compa- 
nies closed its agencies and suspended 
business in that district, the arrivals in 
town perceptibly diminished, and the 
departures proportionately increased. 
There was ground for this alarm. Ina 
population of about 22,000 the number 
of cases of typhoid fever reported by 
physicians between Jan. 1 and March 22 
was 569. The number of deaths reported 
up to that time was 43—a high ptércent- 


pee of mortality. 


An investigation conducted by Dr. 
GeorGE A. SoPpmER, whose work at Ithaca 
as the representative of the State Board 
of Health is well remembered, established 
the fact that the primary cause of the 
epidemic was the polluted condition of 
the town water supply drawn from Black 
River, which carries the sewage of some 
thirty or more villages and of a large 
number of mills. Its spread was due to 
the usual methods of secondary infection, 
Some wells were found to be infected, 
and other agencies for the spread of the 
disease were discovered, Acting through 
existing agencies of local protection and 
along the lines of least resistance, Dr, 
Soper was able in qa short time to do 
what it would have paid the town to 
do before it fell upon evil days. 
The overcrowded hospitals were supple- 
mented by overflow accommodations 
provideg in the new high school build- 
ing, and a second emergency hospital 
was established for the accommodation 
of erysipelas cases, of which a number 
had occurred complicated with typhoid. 
Out of nine such cases two have died. A 
bacteriological laboratory was estab- 
lished for such work as might be re- 
quired. It has been extremely useful, 
Disinfectants of standard quality were 
distributed free, with cards of instruc- 
tion relating to their proper and effective 
use. A cheap and abundant supply of 
good spring water was arranged for by 
private enterprise, and its quality in- 
sured by daily analysis. The public rec- 
ords were made complete and valuable, 
and a system established by which they 
may be kept so. The city was cleaned 
as never before, and the consequences of 
years of municipal negligence as fully as 
possible corrected. In consequence the 
epidemic is abating. There are now 
203 cases of typhoid in the city, of which 
88 are in hospital and 115 in dwellings 
under good oversight. The number of 
new cases reported from week to week is 
diminishing, and the outlook is encour- 
aging. A filter plant is building which 
will purify the public water supply; but 
it will be a long time before the city is 
rid of typhoid in epidemic form. The 
seeds of infection have been sown broad- 
east, and great vigilance exercised 
through a long period will be needed to 
exterminate them. However, good prog- 
ress has been made in this direction, and 
the city is recovering its normal busi- 
ness and social activity. 

All of this is very creditable. But how 
much wiser it would have been to have 
done these things before the calamity of 
a typhoid epidemic made them necessary. 


. To extinguish a conflagration is a useful 


public service; but a much better service 
is rendered by him who safeguards 
against fire. Watertown has learned its 
lesson from bitter and costly experience; 
what will other towns menaced by a like 
disaster learn from it?

SALT WATER MAINS AND PIPE GAL-- 
LERIES. 

In connection with the system of aux- 
iliary salt water mains which has been 
provided for by the five and a half mill- 
ions appropriation, it becomes the duty 
of the New York City Improvement Com- 
mission, through its Committee on High- 
ways and Parks, to move without delay 
in the matter of pipe galleries for the 
streets to be occupied by the new mains. 
To lay mains for salt water in the usual 
method of burying them in trenches 
would be a very reckless procedure, not 
only involving a great waste of public 
money, but enormously increasing the 
most objectionable features of certain 
existing public nuisances, already intol- 
erable.’ 

The Mayor’s confidence that salt water 
will not exert a harmful action on pipes 
and hose, and“ that the premonitions of 
disaster are very much exaggerated,” 
indicates a beautiful optimism charac- 


xe to the republic. And | ‘engi 


as ‘ambers permitting their 
mspection and daily repair, it 

will not be long before their principal 
function is “sub-surface irrigation,” 
which in a city. means the undermining 
of stheéts, the impairment of foundation 
walls, the disintegration of the masonry 
of sewers, and the creation of conditions 
greatly increasing the leakage of both 
gas and water from the old mains which, 


in a bed of saline mud, would dissolve; 
By reason of the’ 


with great rapidity. 
greater gas leakage thus induced, the 
fire hazard of the districts to be provided 
with the auxiliary, salt water supply 
would be increased out of all proportion 
to the protection which such supply will 
give. 

There is no &xcuse for blundering into 
& costly engineering mistake which may 
be avoided by ordinary prudence. In the 
streets selected for the trunk lines of 
salt’ water distribution pipe galleries 
should be provided, and what is needed 
in the way of replacements or repairs 
should be made before the old gas and 
water mains are covered. In no way can 
the Highways Committee of the City 
Improvement Commission render New 
York an immediate service of impor- 
tance comparable to taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity to do for this 
city what the County Council is doing 
for London in pipe gallery extension. Un- 
less this is done the unpromising experi- 
ment of salt water distribution will be 
disastrous from every point of view, the 
Mayor’s opinion to the contrary notwith- 
standing, and those responsible for it 
will receive popular condemnation where 
they expect applause. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Admirable as undoubtedly are the in- 
tentions underlying the work of the Red 
Cross organization, and, in themselves, 
the results of that work, the fact that it 
has to be done: in almost all cases by 
“branches” distinctly national in char- 
acter is calculated constantly to cause 
embarrassments like 'that created by the 
niece of the Russian Ambassador in Wash- 
ington, Any Red Cross fund raised by her 
will be in effect a Russian fund, and “ton- 
tributions to it can hardly be made with- 
out identifying the contributors among the 
sympathizers with Russia as against Japan. 
Of course the same thing is true of any 
Red Cross fund collected for the Japa- 
nese or the Russians outside of their re- 
spective countries, And, looking still deep- 
er into the matter, one sees, or at least 
feels, that, besides mitigating the horrors 
of war by caring for the wounded and 
nursing the sick, the Red Cross tends te 
remove from the minds of rulers and Gov- 
ernments one of the considerations that 
make them hesitate to resort to arms. By 
exactly so much as they are relieved of the 
burden placed upon them by the victims of 
battle and camp life do they have more 
money and attention to devote to distinctly 
military operations. It is possible to argue, 
therefore, that the more the Red Cross 
does the more there will be for it to do, 
and that if it djd nothing at all, the na- 
tions, with public sentiment what it is now- 
adays, would have to spend for quinine 
and surgical instruments large sums that 
they are able to invest in rifles and can- 
non, Of course, this way of looking at the 
question is more than a little unfair, but it 
is not altogether so, and the element of 
truth in it is magnified when things are 
done in the name of the Red Cross that 
cannot be condemned, out and out, and yet 
are the cause of worry and discomfort. 
For, though the society is international, 
every one of its members is very distinctly 
national, and inevitably acts as such to a 
greater or less degree. It is well to remem- 
ber, too, that, in civilized armies, dnd there 
cannot often be any others at this age, the 
hospital service makes at least as little dis- 
tinction between friend and foe as does the 
Red Cross. That is the theory, anyhow, 
and to a large extent it is the practice. 


—Prof. Trica has departed from the 
University of Chicago, but there are left 
members of that remarkable Faculty who 
take just as much delight in startling peo- 
ple as he did, and several of them are al- 
most as successful as he was in getting an 
exclamatory place in the headlines of the 
Chicago papers. The latest achievement 
in that noble phase of human endeavor 
must be credited to Dr. ALBION W. SMALL, 
the Professor of Sociology and Dean of the 
university's Graduate Schools, and it took 
the form of an announcement at a meeting 
of Baptist clergymen held there that the 
hero of BUNYAN’s famous book was a poor 
creature, quite unworthy to be held up asa 
model even in a Sunday school. “* Pilgrim,” 
declared Dr. SMALL, “ was a religious cad. 
He was simply living to save his own dear, 
little, selfish soul, and he never tried to 
help any one else. The pulpit utterance that 
we hear so often about no man being able 
to be a Christian until he can stand on his 
own feet and work out his own salvation is 
one of the most unfortunate things. ever 
said from the pulpit. This ‘is the sort of 
man that Pilgrim was, and he was no 
hero.” What the Baptist clergymen thought 
of that is not revealed, but the headlines 
followed in due time—next morning, that is 
—and no doubt the good doctor’ will receive 
attention from several papers not published 
in Chicago.

And, come to think of it, who does 
hold Pilgrim up as a model of altruism— 
or anything else for that matter?

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DOES END JUSTIFY THE MEANS? 


This Writer Thinks Little Girl Was Not 
Right in Saving Lives by Lie. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

In this morning’s ‘ Topics” you advance 
~—but only tentatively—the proposition that 
“the end justifies the means,” and inyite 
a defense of it. The misuse of this phrase 
has brought it into disrepute, and yet, 
properly interpreted, it furnishes the only 
guide for action. There is no test of the 
wisdom of methods except their result. 
Without disputing as to the meaning of the 
word, we must assume that the object of 
all human action is to achieve happiness. 

All progress has been made by trying 
various methods of reaching this end and 
discarding those’ means which did not tend 
toward this end.* Civilization differs from 
barbarism only in its greater foresight— 
that is, in its ability to see ends far off in- 
stead of a halting place near at hand. 
Shortsightedly, it has been held that “‘ the 
end justifies the means” in the sense that 
only one particular end should be consid- 
ered, without regard to other and more im- 
portant ends which might be affected 
through the employment of these means. 
An intuitive recognition of this error has 
led to unwarranted rejection of the princi- 
ple set forth in the phrase. 

It must be remembered also that, consid- 
ering this phrase as a philosophic propo- 
sition, the “end” implies not one specific 
result in one specific case, but the normal 
and usual result which follows upon the 
employment of a certain method. A high- 
Wwayman who struck a man on the head 
with intent to disable him might, if the 
man was a sufferer from some mental 
trouble, accidentally restore him to perfect 
health thrdugh the blow; this would not 
justify either highway robbery or the in- 
discriminate whacking of people over the 
head, because the general result of such 
blows is to disable and not to relieve suf- 
fering. 

Applying this theory to the case under 
discussion, the little girl who by falsely 
saying the fire was out misled people who 
were in danger, was not ethically justified, 
even though in this specific case the imme- 
diate result was good. 

The essential point is that the general 
result of giving misleading information to 
those in danger js harmful. Besides, why 
should the little girl have assumed that she 
knew just how much information was good 
for the residents of the building, or as- 
sumed to know not only the proper course 
of action for them to take, but that they 
would take a wrong course if they knew 
the facts? Most of our social and individ- 
ual ills come from similar unwarranted as- 
sumptions of superior wisdom on the part 
of adults, which underlie censorships, offi- 
celal and unofficial. <A. C. PLEYDELL.

PAID FOR GAS, GOT WIND. 


Experiences of One Housekeeper with 
the Delusive Meter. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As in your issue of to-day a victim 
asks that gas consumers be able to read 
their own meters, permit me to relate my 
own experience. 

Some years ago I. moved into a2 new 
house, where the new gas meter was placed 
in the front hall, so that I could read it 
every time I went in and out, 

This, out of curiosity, I did, and found 
when the unit index reached 800 the other 
index went to 1,000. The next 600 took it 
to 2,000, and so on, thus cheating me out of 
200 feet of gas, or 20 per cent., in every 
thousand. 

Unfortunately, instead of awaiting my 
bill and then making the matter public, I 
notified the gas company, who fetched 
away the ‘“tested’’ meter, acknowledged 
it was defective, and replaced it by an- 
other. 

Now, had this meter“been in the cellar, 
where reading was difficult, ar had it been 
anything but an absolutely new meter, and 
thus easily readable, can any one doubt 
that I should have paid at first for 20 
per cent. more gas than I used, and that 
the escaping would by and by have regis- 
tered an extra thousand? This was in a 
Western city,’ and may have been ex- 
ceptional, but when one brand-new meter 
is unreliable we cannot but ask how many 
more are registering a daily lie. 

Another suggestion may be useful, by 
adopting which I once: saved half my 
monthly expenditure for gas. We turned 
up ali the burners in the house to maxi- 
mum of usual burning, and then a’ friend 
went to the meter and turned down the 
tap until we perceived a diminution of 
light, on which we immediately gave the 
signal, and left the meter thus adjusted. 
Previous to this we were burning and 
paying for common air instead of gas, and 
next month the bills told the tale of 50 per 
cent, reduction. 

When the men came to read the meter 
the tap would often be turned on full 
again, and then turned down by ourselves, 
as we were resolved not to pay for wind 
instead of gas. 

If savings like this could be effected in 
a house occupied by one family, I have 
often wondered what might not be done in 
a larger house, hall, church, or theatre.

shoal. 

There are only four of these Chairmen in 
the House, and they preside alternately 
over the debates in’ the great bills. They 
are Olmsted of Pennsylvania, Sherman of 
New York, Boutell of Illinois, and Burton 


g__°f Ohio. The Speaker takes the chair again 


when the bill is put upon its passage, but 
as the amendments have been voted upon 
in committee it is seldom that there is any 
real fight left to make. 

So the Speaker is seen but little in the 
House; his work is not that of an active 
participant; it is done behind the scenes. 
Jie is the head of the House, the general 
director of legislation, the man who deter- 
mines in advance what shall be done, and 
has charge of the way to do it. And hence 
it is that while Cannon is *‘ Uncle Joe”’ as 
much as ever, the fighting, rough-and-ready 
“Uncle Joe” of parliamentary catch-as- 
catch-can a fading tradition, growing 
dimmer all the while. 

The *“‘ Uncle Joe’ who for so many years 
was Chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
. mittee, the official watchdog of the Treas- 
ury, was a sight worth seeing when a de- 
bate was on. His delivery was slashing, 
sledge-hammery, full of fire and fury. 
When he got thoroughly interested in his 
subject the fact was made known in an 
infallible way. On such occasions he would 
take off his coat and throw it on his desk. 
Provoked by opposition and getting 
warmed to his subject, his waistcoat would 
follow his coat; and if the occasion was of 
sufficient moment to warrant it, off would 

come collar and necktie. 

. Thus stripped for action, ‘‘ Uncle Joe” 
, would move up and down the aisles in 
long strides, waving his fists in the air 
and pouring forth a continual flood of 
sarcasm, invective, and denunciation at a 
rate that taxed the stenographers. He 
would roll up his shirt sleeves to give him 
greater freedom, and his bony fists would 
fly around in the heat of his wrath so that 
the ducking heads of Congressmen, dodg- 
ing to avoid a punch in the eye, marked his 
dashes up and down the aisles. 

If some unlucky opponent interrupted, 
Cannon would stride up and down the aisle, 
jerking his shirt-sleeved arms about in a 
fury of impatience. As the last word left 
the questioner’s mouth a gigantic roar of 
“Oh, Mr. Chairman!’ would burst from 
Cannon as if his pent-up feelings had torn 
that torrent of sound from his bosom, and 
behind it would come such a flood of sar- 
casm, couched in homely language and 
mingled with soundest sense, that the in- 
terrupter wilted under a laugh that shook 
the House. 

And when it was over Cannon would go 
back to his place and put on his collar and 
necktie and waistcoat and coat and retire 
to the Appropriations room. 


SPEECHES NOT PARTISAN. 


These speeches were seldom partisan ones; 
he Was engrossed in his work of watching 
appropriations and defeating extravagance, 
He never husitatea to beard the House lead- 
ers, the august triumvirate of the machine, 
nor to defy the Speaker himself. Breaks and 
bulls were frequent in these speeches, for 
he always spoke extemporaneously, and his 
ideas boiled over with such rapidity that he 
could not always choose his words. As for 
example when he was opposing the proposi- 
tion to have the National Government pay 
the losses of the Buffalo Pan-American 
Exposition, and was exasperated by the 
certainty that the House would override 
him. 

“Yes,” he roared, shaking his fists high 
in the air at Representative Alexander of 
Buffalo, the sponsor of the measure; ‘“‘make 
the Government a partner in your exposi- 
tions. Then the next step will be to make 
the United States pay the losses of the 
county fairs; and after that, I suppose, 
we'll become the backers of a Wild Bill 
West show!” 

The howl that greeted this only annoyed 
him; he was too excited and too dead in 
earnest to see anything wrong With his 
sentence, and “ Wild Bill West show” it 
‘remained. 

Now all this is changed. He is the pict- 
ure of dignity as he stands in the Speaker's 
place, and it is quaint, natural, unforced 
dignity, nothing put om about it. Yet he is 
the same “ Uncle “Joe,”” and he had not 
been Speaker ten minutes before the House 
was in 4 roar because he told the new Con- 


is 


Bressmen to “step up to the area and be 
sworn.” 

And only the other day, when the Postal 
Appropriation bill was being passed, and 
some one asked what was before the House, 
this unconventional Speaker bluntly replied, 
“The subsidy for the Southern Railway.” 
The brutal word “subsidy” struck the 
House dumb for &@ moment, for they had 
been calling it all kinds of fine names, and 
then they all joined in a shout of laughter. 

Canfion had never bowed the knee to the 
House machine, and he had never surren- 
dered to the Senate. He thinks the House 
the greatest legislative body on earth, and 
he grieved over its continual sinking, under 
the Henderson régime, to be a mere appen- 
dage to the Senate. ‘‘ The deterioration of 
the House ’’ was a stock subject for maga- 
zine and newspaper moralizing; and it sank 
lower and lower every year. Cannon could 
not prevent it; he was not one of the House 
machine. 


FOUGHT FOR HOUSE PRESTIGE. 


But at last one day, in the closing hours 
of & legislative session, a new piece of Sena- 
torial aggression unlocked his tongue. It 
was 3 o’clock in the morning when “ Uncle 
Joe,’’ mounting on his desk and stripped to 
the shirt, delivered such a speech about the 
rights of the House and such a defiance of 
the Senate that a House half-asleep and 
dog-tired woke to frenzied thunders of ap- 
plause. 

He knew he was to be Speaker then, and 
the speech was a gauge of battle. The Sen- 
ate regarded it but little. But Congress had 
hardly met when the solons at the other 
end of the Capitol found that a man had 
become Speaker who was determined that 
the House should regain its ancient—pres- 
tige. ° 

Again and again the Senate went forth to 
battle, and every time it was defeated. At 
every point the House won what it contend- 
ed for. The House was a solid army under 
a beloved and trusted leader; and that to- 
day it stands co-equal with the Senate, tak- 
ing the place the founders of the Govern- 
ment meant it to hold, and that this change 
has been wrought within four months, is 
due to the fron will and unflinching pluck 
of Speaker Cannon. 


The House loves and trusts him: he is the 
most popular man in all its membership. 


The Democrats are littie less fond of him 
than the Republicans. He has not followed | 
the Henderson policy of treating the minor- 
ity like captives in a Roman triumph; he 
has treated them fairly and even gener- 
ously. 

And the House admires him no less than 
it loves and trusts him. . It will follow him 
to battle anywhere and for any cause, as } 
it rose from its degradation and followed 
him solidly to battle with the Senate. It 
known him as an uncommon man; a man of 
high ideals and firm convictions and defi- 
nite purposes. It knows him as a true man, 
one who will not go back on his word nor 
weaken in the face of odds. 

He is the most striking and positive char- 
acter in all its membership. With all his 
oddities and quaintnesses, he is what they 
call *‘a big man.” Their admiration for 
him is not second to that which they gave 
to Reed, and he has what Reed never had— 
their affections. 7 


OFFERS $50,000 TO RUSSIANS. 


James Stokes’s Proposed Gift to Young 
Men’s Moral Improvement Society. 


The International Committee of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association an- 
nounced yesterday that James Stokes has 
forwarded an offer of $50,000 to the Society 
for the Moral Improvement of Young Men 
in St. Petersburg. One of the conditions 
named by Mr. Stokes is that $100,000 more 
be raised in Russia, the whole to form a 
fund for the erection of a building for the 
society. 

That the money will be raised is not 
doubted, as many of the leading men in 
Russia are interested in the movement. 
The head of the society is Prince Olden- 
bourg, a close relative of the Czar. Mr. 
Stokes took the initiative in establishing 
the society in St. Petersburg in 1897, when 
at a special audience he interested the 
Czarina. : 

In the St. Petersburg association 2,000 
men have been ‘enrolled, and the limit of 
capacity to accommodate the crowds of 
young men seeking membership has been 
reached in its present rooms In the edu- 
cational classes there were 580 men and 
a larger number in its gymnasium. Sev- 
eral religious meetings and Bible classes 
are conducted. The movement has received 
permission from the Government to extend 
its branches throughout Russia, and its 
Secretary has the unusual favor of free 
transportation over all the railroads, the 
pass being issued by the Czar himself. 


MME. KARP’S FUNERAL. 


Poiice Guard with Procession Saw No 
Sign of Violence. 


The funeral services of Mme. Sophia 
Karp, the Jewish actress, and the funeral 
processions, which were held yesterday 
morning, were as extraordinary in the size 
of the police escort as for the extent to 
which her friends showed their grief. 

Police Inspector Schmittberger had been 
told that there would be about 5,000 people 
in the funeral procession. Mindful of the 
discrder that occurred at the funeral of 
Rabbi Joseph nearly two years ago, he or- 
dered out an unusual number of police to 
guard the route taken by the procession 
and prevent any disorder. His plans were 
carried out well. No sign of any disorder 
cropped out any way. 

The Inspector has 400 patrolmen, 40 
Roundsmen, 30 Sergeants, and had as his 
assistants Capts. O’Connor and McDermott. 
Eight or ten men were stationed on every 
block. No arrests were made at any time. 
Instead of the 5,000 people in line tnat 
were expected there were only several hun- 
dred. Forty carriages followed the hearse 
and frem 200 to 300 men and women fol- 
lowed the carriages on foot. The crowd 
of sightseers was not larger than frequent- 
ly coliects at large east side funerals. 

Funeral services were held at Mme. 
Karp’s home, 65 Seventh Street, at 8 A. M. 
The procession then started for the Wash- 
ington Cemetery, in Brooklyn, by way of 
the Williamsburg Bridge. It was the first 
large funeral procession to cross the struct- 
ure, inspector Schmittberger, in citizens’ 
clothes, and followed by a file of cight pa- 
treimen, led the procession. Fifty others 
follewed in columns of two. 

Eivlf a dozen carriages contained mem- 
bers o1 the Hebrew Actors’ Protective As- 
scciaticn. Those marching were last in 
line. 

The route wound through the lower east 
side. When the procession reached . the 
People’s Theatre a halt was taken. The 
ecantors a1 the head of the procession chant- 
ed the usua) chants of mourning. This at- 
iractec the largest crowd that assembled 
at any one point during the march. The 
number of people was not estimated by 
the pouce, but reached perhap3 22,.00, 

Moving down the Bowery, the procession 
filed into Grand Street, where the cere- 


nies of the chanting were repeated in 
front of the Grand Street Theatre, in which 
the actress was interested. The front of 
this building was draped in mourning. All 
along the route the procession was greeted 
by the mourning of bystanders, but there 
was no other demonstration.

RESTORES RUNAWAYS 


Reaches New York as “ Blind Bag- 
gage ” with a Homesick Lad. 


SAYS HE HAS RESCUED 500 


Lives a Vagrant Life Like Any “ Hobo,” 
and Occasionally Holds Gospel 
Meetings in Box Cars. 


_The “Tramp Evangelist,” after long 
wandering, arrived here yesterday morning 
as “blind baggage.” He crawled out of 
a freight car on the outskirts of the city 
just as the sun of Easter morning was chas- 
ing away the shadows from the Palisades. 
With him was a ragged boy who needed 
several stretches and many yawns to real- 
ize that he was awake after a several days’ 
journey frém the South, where he had been 
wintering. He was chilled by the raw air 
of the morning. His teeth were chattering, 
and he was indeed a very miserable youth. 
The evangelist put his coat about the lad, 
and then the two sat down on a pile of 
tiles, where the man in a musical voice 
read the story of the Resurrection. After 
a short prayer the two started walking into 
the city. 

Finally the man and the boy reached 
a comfortable home. The boy rang the 
door bell, and the evangelist waited only 
long enough to see him admitted. Then he 
hurried away lighter of heart, because he 
had brought another runaway boy back to 
his kinsfolk. Within the house there were 
rejoicing and forgiveness. The hungry boy 
had such a breakfast as he had not tasted 
in months. 

The “Tramp Evangelist” went to the 
Mills Hotel No. 2, Rivington and Chrystie 
Streets, where after a bath and breakfast, 
he went to the Easter morning services. 
This man, who has devoted his life to tak- 
ing stray boys back to their homes, re- 
fuses to give his name to any one. He is 
content to be known simply as the “‘ Tramp 
Evangelist.” He has been at his task for 
eighteen months, and in that time says he 
has seen 00 boys restored anxious rela- 
tives. The évangelist is in the early thir- 
ties, if he is that old. His eyes are large 
and brown, with a kindly smile lurking in 
them. His hair and beard are strangely 
well kept for a tramp, and his clothes are 
clean and well brushed, although the hard 
usage to which they are subjected is ap- 
parent where fhe cloth shines or is a little 
bit threadbare. When seen yesterday by a 
reporter for THE NEW YORK Times he told 
of his work and his Hopes, and of how he 
took up his present calling. 

“Some years ago,” he said, “I was a 
business man in a small city, and happened 
to be caught without money in a place 
where no one knew me. It was very impor- 
tant that I get home at once. I could not 
wait for an answer to a letter, and did 
not have money enough to telegraph. I was 
too proud to try to borrow money. I saw 
some men slipping aboard a freight car 
on the road that would take me home. 

“I joined them and found in their com- 
pany a boy. He was a nice lad in bad com- 
pany. I talked with him and managed to 
induce him to get off with me at-my home. 
He told me of other boys who were tramps, 
of how like the birds they went north in 
the Summer and south in the Winter, and 
grew up to be regular tramps. I sent him 
home, but could not help thinking of the 
other boys. This worried me so much that 
I sold out my business, placing my money 
in a bank as a reserve fund. 

“ Then I started out tramping, soon learn- 
ing the tricks of the trade, so that I could 
go where I would without consulting the 
ticket sellers, and my experience shows me 
that there are not less than 100,000 boys 
who have run away from home, most of 
whom could be returned if they came under 
the proper influence. These boys are not 
actually bad, but filled with the roving 
spirit of youth. 

“They begin as a rule in this way. They 
live near some trolley line, and with com- 
rades go to see the sights in near-by towns. 
They spend such money as they have and 
beat their way back. The one who has 
stayed away longest is looked upon by his 
fellows as a hero. They save up for an- 
other excursion, and it is not long until 
they are om the road, riding on the bump- 
ers and sharing the life of the grown 
tramps. The adult tramp likes to have a 
boy along with him, as the boy is far more 
apt to get ‘“‘hand outs” and better ones 
than the man could get. The men are loath 
to have the boys leave, and are inclined to 
make trouble for me, but as a rule I get 
along quite smoothly with the tramps, 


living their life with the exception that I 
read my Bible, and when I can get them 
to listen, talk to them of souls. 

“It is not such a hard thing to get a 
boy started homeward. A little tact and a 
little sympathy are needed. Talk a little 
to a boy about the vacant chair, the sor- 
rowing mother, the broken-hearted father, 
the little sister, and nine of ten will be 
touched. Then read to them the story of 
the Prodigal Son. Choose the chance when 
the men are not about and sing about the 
wandering boy. The first thing 
you two are conspirators for his leaving 
the gang. The very excitement of getting 
away helps. When you start him home, see 
that he gets there. It is not so hard to 


ou know 


make a boy turn into the path that leads 
to a manhood worth while, and saves him 
from a tramp’s life. 

‘““What I want to do in New York is to 
establish headquarters with which I can 
keep in communication. It sometimes hap- 
pens that I have two or three boys together 
at a time, but they live in different places, 
and when I am taking one home, the others 


where those in charge can look out for the 


boys until they can taken home. 


“Occasionally I can do good for the 
tramps themselves. They like the novelty 
of a gospel meeting in a box car, humming 
along at the rate of forty miles an hour. 
Sometimes even the brakemen join us, but 
as a rule they have no use for any sort of 


tramp, including one whose only luggage is

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JUDGE AND PUGILIST RACE. | SHE WANTS DIVORCE 


Magistrate Tighe Defeats Terry McGov- 
ern Swimming in Sheepshead Bay. 


The great 100-yard swimming race

$3,000,000 for Mexican Mine.

Binghamton Factory Moving to Idaho— 
New York Farmers Too Indifferent. 


BINGHAMTON, April 3.—It is expected 
that work will be begun in a few days to 
dismantle the Binghamton Beet Sugar Fac- 
tery, near this city, and move the entire 
works to Blackfoot, Bingham County, Ida- 
ho, during the coming Summer, ready to be- 
gin operations on the Fall sugar campaign. 

This change is made because it has been 
difficult to persuade the farmers in this 
vicinity to raise enough beets to success- 
fully operate the plant here. The Idaho soil 
and climate, too, are well adapted to beet 
culture and farmers there are eager to con- 
tract to raise enough to supply the factory. 
Already 4,000 acres have been contracted 
for near Blackfoot, more than ever con- 
tracted for within a radius of more than 
100 miles from Binghamton.

RUSSIA’S COSSACKS. 


Warriors by Birth—The Eyes of the 
Army—All-Around Men. 


The capture by the Cossacks of a Japan- 


; ese Major and seven of his men—the re- 


sult of the first land encounter between 
Muscovite and Jav—draws attention to 
that force, unique in its kind, which forms 
the link between the regular and iregu- 
lar regiments of the army of Russia. The 


; military educaton of the Cossack, a cur- 


ious blending of the Tartar and the Cau- 
casian races, begins while he is in his 
cradle, when the first sounds his ear 
catches are the words of the warlike songs 
with which he is rocked to sleep, and 
the Cossack children’s games are nearly 
all of a warlike nature. The boys are 
placed on horseback as soon as they can 
walk, so that it is small wonder if the 
Cossack and his horse soon become as 
one. He wears no spurs, and his arms 
are so well contrived that they make no 
noise, and it is their boast that ‘“‘a hun- 
dred Cossacks make less noise than a 
single regular cavalry soldier.” 

The Cossack regiments in former days 
were raised in very irregular fashion. All 
depended on the commander, on whom de- 


; volved the sole responsibility of raising a 


regiment. The only regulations were those 
contained in a few manuscript instructions, 
nor was there any fixed drill or words of 
command. But the Cossack was a warrior 
by birth and education, the son and grand- 
son of warriors, and with his first lisp had 
learned to speak of war. From eight years 
of age the Cossack boys rode fearlessly 
over the steppes on half-wild, bare-backed 
horses; the days were passed in training 
themselves for war; the long evenings 
passed in listening to the tales of raid and 
adventure with which the veterans fired 
the spirit of their sons. 

On outpost duty they were and ere still 
the eye (or shall we say the pointer dog?) 
of the Rusian Army. Unlike the ordinary 
Russian, they are independent in spirit, 
self-reliant, and full of resource. They 
know little of the cringing servility that 
brands the ordinary Slav as belonging to an 
inferior order of human beings. Accus- 
tomed to communistic government, they can 
obey or command, as the occasion requires. 
They are both prudent and brave—prudent 


because they are acquainted with danger 
and brave because bravery is part of their 
creed. ‘“‘The army may sleep in safety 
when Cossacks ere at the outposts,” is a 
common Russian saying, for they scent 
danger afar off, and are supposed to be se- 
cure against surprises. One prominent feat- 
ure of the Cossack character which strikes 
one as being strangely at variance in con- 
junction with their independence and self- 
reliance is their superstitious faith in all 
manner of signs and omens, and the most 
trivial act of every-day life is usually pref- 
aced by prayer. 

In actual warfare the larger part of the 
scouting service and of cavalry outpost 
duty falls to the share of the Cossacks. 
They carry orders and dispatches, act as 
orderlies to officers, and perform all kinds 
of useful services. Whenever.a man is 
needed for anything outside ordinary camp 
duties a Cossack is sure to be summoned; 
wherever the advance guard of infantry 
penetrates it is sure to tind that the Cos- 
sacks have already left their mark, for they 
had, if they do not retain, the activity of 
true pioneers and all the restlessness of 
savages. 

Such are the Cossacks, and as such they 
of all the troops of the Russian Army wel- 
come the war with Japan, since it will en- 
able them to rub off the rust of years of 
peace, for the Russian makes no secret of 
the fact that they are not what they were 
a century ago, or when all Europe rang 
with their fame after the great part they 
played during the retreat from oscow of 
the grand army of Napoleon in 1812. Races 
of warlike people all the world over who 
have enjoyed a long period of peace and 
turned their swords into plowshares must 
lose some portion of that military instinct 
which was formerly a part of their nature. 
In days gone by the Cossacks, forever con- 
tending with the Tartars, continually en- 
gaged in forays and raids, became so en- 
tirely a warrior race that that part of their 
lives not spent in war was passed in mili- 
tary exercises. 

But now, except in such circumstances 
as those of the present war, the Cossack 
does not live to fight. He passes a peace- 
able existence on the land he cultivates 
for the support of his family, and when 
called out for military exercise, no longer 
employs his ancient tactics, but is taught 
in the same manner as the regular troops. 
He has thus to some extent lost those 
especial qualities which formerly distin- 
guished him. The Cossack, in times past, 
was an incomparable irregular soldier, but 
a process of somewhat injudicious dragoon- 
ing has gone far to make him only an 
indifferent regular. The next few weeks 
or months will show whether the traditions 
and instincts of his ancestry may not, after 
all, be stronger than the crampi influ- 
ence of the barracks.—London orning

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Last week’s business was of a cheerful 
sort. Among the dozen most active and 
representative properties not one de- 
clined. Among all stocks which moved 
a@ point or more 45 advanced and 13 de- 
tlined. Among the bonds there were 25 
advances to 6 declines. The reverse of 
this roseate epitome is that the business 
was too highly concentrated to ‘indicate 
any very general improvement among 
properties, or any wide interest outside 
<f professional circles. When only 58 
stocks moved a point in either direction 
oe list as a whole is comparatively un- 
moved. When a dozen stocks aggregate 
1,686,819 shares of a total of 2,105,586 
this indication is confirmed beyond dis- 
pute. That the week included a holiday 
ie no sufficient reason for the decrease 
ef the volume of business by half. The 
shrinkage of the bond business from 
$13,381,000 to $9,649,000 is out of line 
With the frequent remark that the 
growth of the bond market forecasted 
investment business which would spread 
to stocks. As yet it is necessary to say 
that the wish is father to the thought. 
The fact is different, and saying so does 
not make it so, 

In detail the most active stock of 
course was Union Pacific, which alone 
contributed nearly one-fifth: to the 
week’s total business, and advanced 314. 
The stock associated with Union Pa- 
cific in the week’s news, St. Paul, ad- 
yanced 4% on sales of 172,935 shares. 
Some excellent market judges have ar- 
gued that the rise of St. Paul was in- 
consistent with the report that it was 
buying Union Pacific, since the purchase 
Would imply a burden through the neces- 
sary payments, so that St. Paul should 
logically decline. But this leaves out of 
account that St. Paul would get its mon- 
ey’s worth, and reckoned to do better 
than that. Neither a man nor a railway 
is worse off through meking a good bar- 
gain. Besides, nobody thought that St. 
Paul as a. corporation was buying Union 
Pacific. Steel preferred advanced 14 
upon increasing expectation of mainten- 
ance of the dividend, together with a 
bad earnings report. Apparently the 
payment of one quarter’s earnings was 
thought of more importance than the 
disclosure of the undertaking’s condition 
and relative position in the trade. Gen- 
eral Electric lost ground on the week, de- 
spite declaration of the regular dividend 
and promising its stockholders the priv- 
ilege of subscribing for more stock away 
below the market. Consolidated Gas lost 
enly a fraction, maintaining itself stub- 
bornly at a 4 per cent. yield, although it 
is an industrial with such infirmity of 
constitution that it is compelled to apply 
for legislation to remedy the defects of 
its charter, and although a mystery 
hangs over it in the shape of Judge Tru- 
ax’s decision whether or not it possesses 
@ monopoly at all. Obviously the legal 
question is the more important, for it is 
beyond the company’s control, while over 
legislation it possesses influence of a cer- 
tain sort. The harder the job the better 
deserved the payment, and the more the 
pending bill is criticised and the more 
the motives of the legislators are im- 
pugned, the stronger the reason for keep- 
ing the stock above its true level by way 
of showing profits to any who have 
bought it lower in anticipation of selling

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UNIVERSITY SETTLEMENT 


Central Union Decides to Look for 
New Quarters. 


TALK OF NON-UNION NURSERY 


Delegate Jacobs Reports That Jerome 
Cannot Help Effort to Break Up 
Padrone System. 


¢ 


The Central Federated Union was thrown 
into a state of white hot excitement yes- 
terday by a letter from J. K. Rosenberg, 
Sccretary of Local No. 4 of the United 
Garment Workers, charging that headquar- 
ters had been established in the University 
Settlement Building, where the Central 
Federated Union meets, for the hiring of 
non-union men. These men, the letter said, 
were being engaged by a man named Kahn 
to take the places of striking clothing cut- 
ters in. Louisville, Ky., and were getting‘a 
prelimthary schooling for the purpose. 

Ephraim Kaufman, delegate of the Cloth- 
ing Cutters’ Union, said that he had seen 
the head worker of the University Settle- 
ment, who told him that he would attend 
to the matter, but he had done nothing. 

‘I attended four meetings of the Uni- 
versity Settlement,’’ said James McCabe of 
the Gold Beaters’ Union, ‘‘ and I find that 
the Settlement is supposed to have among 
its objects the organizing of all people that 
the unions cannot reach. This especially 
applies to women workers.” 

“What are we coming to, anyway?” 
said a delegate. “If the University Settle- 
ment is to become a nursery for non-union 
people the sooner we get out of it the 
better.”” [{Hear, hear.] 

Delegate Breyer of the Cloth Spongers’ 
‘Union remarked that there were philanthro- 
pists in the University Settlement who 
were trying to educate people to be non- 
unionists. 

A committee was eventually appointed 
to go immediately and make an investiga- 
tion and report back: The committee came 
back with the report that neither the head 
worker nor his assistant was in, and that 
they had gone to Kahn's office and found 
that he was out. On the motion of James 


Helland of the Eccentric Firemen’s Union 
the committee was empowered without 
further delay to look for new quarters for 
the central body. 

“This is no place for us to meet,” he 
said. ‘*‘ From many standpoints the place 
is undesirable.’ 

Daniel 8S. Jacobs of the Cigar Packers’ 
Union again brought up the complaint of 
the Rockmen.and Excavators’ Union that 
the padrone system was in full blast at 
One Hundred and Forty-second Street and 
the Southern Boulevard, where Italians 
were housed in a shanty and had to pay, he 
said, for their board and groceries. He 
brought the matter before District Attorney 
Jerome, he said, who told him that so long 
as the men were willing to accept the con- 
ditions he could do nothing. 

The delegate of Local No. 56 of the Ec- 
centric Firemen’s Union pepecsee that it 
would have its annual ball in Grand Cen- 
tral Calace on next Saturday. The central

MYSTERY IN DROWNING CASE. 


Body Found May Be That of Man 
Sought by Coroner. 


The body of a drowned man, supposed to 
have been Herman Luckow, at one time a 
hotel keeper on Barren Island, was found 
yesterday afternoon off Rockaway Point, 
Rockaway Beach, by William Shannon. 
Nothing was found on the body that would 
identify the dead man cs Luckow, but it 
corresponded with the description of the 
former hotel keeper Which had been fur- 
nished to the police. 

The question of identity will be decided by 
Mrs. Luckow, who was found in Manhattan 
on Saturday. An alarm had been sent out 
fo rher as well as her husband on Thurs- 
day afternoon by order of Coroner Rueff 
of Queens County. Both were wanted to 
clear up the cause of death of Cornelius 
Curran, nineteen years old, an employe of 
St. Malachy’s Home, at Rockaway Park, 
whose body was found in the amaica Bay 
at Broad Channel in February. 

The inquest was to be held over Curran’s 


body before Coroner Ruoff at Jamaica last 
Thursday, when John Phillips of Rock- 
away Beach said that Luckow’s wife told 
him that she had heard from her husband 
recently in New York. Both Curran and 
Luckow on Nov. 15 last were returning 
from Rockaway Beach to Barren Island in 
a rowboat. Neither the boat nor either of 
the men were seen after that, but in Feb- 
ruary Curran’s body was found. Soon after 
the accident Mrs. Luckow sold the hotel on 
Barren Island and disappeared. 


EASTER SERVICE IN HOTEL. 


Dr. Warren Finds a Text in Psalms to 
Apply to His Auditors. 


An Easter service, composed of an elab- 
orate musical programme and a short ser- 
mon by the Rev. Dr. Henry Marsh War- 
ren, Chaplain of the New York City Ho- 
tels, was held iast night at the Hotel Belle- 
claire, Broadway and Seventy-seventh 
Street, where weekly vaudeville entertain- 
ments, musicales, and hops have been 
standing features throughout the Winter. 
The vaudeville, the musicales, and the 
dances have been only for patrons and 
their friends, but last night’s service was 
open to any one who had a mind to at- 
tend. 

According to Dr. Warren it was the first 
attempt of a hotel proprietor in this city to 
minister to the spiritual as well as the 
physical welfare of his guests, and it was 
generaliy pronounced a success. The beau- 


tiful Louis Quinze dining room, where the 
service was held, was crowded. 

Dr. Warren occupied an improvised plat- 
form in the centre of the room, which had 
been beautifully decorated with Easter 
lilies and stately palms. He announced 
that he hated anything that was staid and 
hackneyed, and that the pons of 
the evening would be exceedingly informal. 
He was taken at his word. in the lobby 
the guests continued their chatter and 
broken sentences about Lakewood and,Mrs. 
Somebody's pink tea frequently were sand- 
wiched in between his exhortations. 

Dr. Warren chose his text from the Six- 
teenth Psalm, ** The lot is fallen unto me in 
a fair ground; yea, I -have a goodly herit- 


“This might readily be applied to you,” 
said the préacher, taking in with a compre- 
hensive glance the frescoed ceiling, the 
marble columns, the heavy hangthgs, and 
his audience, — as for a night at the 
opera. .*‘ But this is Easter, and jt should 
make us think of the life to come. That 
will be a thousand times more beautiful 
than the present if we live according to 
God's wiil.

Schools Misused in Politics, He Said— 
Against Social Democracy. 


Special to The New York Times. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 3.—Mayor 
Rose spent a busy day to-day speaking to | 
meetings held in the Polish parochial | 
schools on the south side, which had been 
announced at morning services by priests 
from their pulpits, Archbishop Messmer, 
when told that politics had been discussed 

in churches and schools, said: 

“TIT am sorry. that the Polish priests 
should misuse church property for poli- 
tical purposes or should make announce- 
ments, It is mean. It is contemptible. I 
am painfully surprised to hear this, and I 
wish you would say for me that I entirely 
disapprove of such an action, that any 
Catholic priest of Milwaukee should permit 


the use of a church hall or any portion of 
the church property for the benefit of any 
political verty.’ 

“Will a Catholic who votes for Berger 
incur the displeasure of the Church?’ the 
Archbishop was asked. 

“Well, he will not be excommunicated 
nor will the Church take any action in such 
a case,”’ replied the Archbishop, ‘“ but any 
ene who votes a Social Democratic ticket 
will be violating every prompting of his 
Catholic conscience.”’ 


ATTACKS PRISON SYSTEM. 


Mr. Lewis, in Lecture, Declares It Is 
Making Criminals. 


Charlton T. Lewis, who calls himself a 
specialist in the study of criminology, de- 
clared in a People’s Institute lecture on 
“ Civilization and Crime,”’ at Cooper Union 
last evening, that modern civilization was 
producing criminals all the time by letting 
Judges send offenders to jail for petty 
crimes. 

“There are,’’ he said, ‘300 more of 
these crimes here in New York for which 
& man may be put in prison than there 
were twenty years ago. By sentencing of- 
fencers to short terms in prison our Judges 
are constantly making and encouraging 
crime. It would be better. for humanity 
to-day if every jail in the land were burned 
to ashes than that this system should -be 
continued.”’ 

Later on Mr. Lewis said: 

“The first principle of the cry of real 
reformation is that unless a man is posi- 
tively dangerous to society there is no ex- 
cuse whatever for putting him in jafl. If 
he is dangerqus to society then the only 
principle on hich you'can send him to 
jail is to send him there to be cured. You 


don’t send a man to a hospital for three 
days or ten days; you send him to be cured, 
and the same should be the case with crim- 


inals.”’

NO COLD FEET IN BROOKLYN. 


Scarlet Socks Society Aims to Comfort 
the Deserving Poor. 


With the robins about to nest again and 
Coney Island cheerfully preparing to push 
up the “lid” for the good old Summer 
time, a crusade is to be started in Brook- 
lyn to-day to abolish cold feet among the 
deserving poor. It has not to do, how- 
ever, with the kind of cold feet which come 
with a fat pot and a pair of sevens versus 
four of a kind. That ailment does not 
obtain to any extent among the deserving 
poor. 

The Brooklyn movement to banish the 
chill-and the frostbite from the pedal ex- 
tremities of the city’s ‘‘downtrod”’ is to 
be started by the Scarlet Socks Society, a 
new and unique charity, which aims to 
adorn and comfort the little feet of every 
poor child in town with woolen wear of a 
passionate hue. The members of the soci- 
ety will meet this afternoon for organi- 
zation at 117 Remsen Street, when one of 
the originators of the scheme will picture 
to them the riot of joy which will rage in 


the lowly tenements of the city next Winr 
ter when the woolen socks of four-alarm 
complexion: are handed out to the eager 


tots. 

The children of Brooklyn Heights are to 
be invited to join the Scarlet Socks Society 
and to work to raise funds to provide poor 
children with red socks next Winter. That 
any of the little dwellers in the tenements 
will get cold feet when they hear of the 
scheme is not believed by its promoters.

ASPHALT WORKERS 
DECIDE TO STRIKE 


Uyalde, Sicilian, Barber, and Con- 
tinental Companies Affected. 


WANT RECOGNITION OF UNION 


Many Contracts for Paving in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx Tied Up 
by This Move. 


The first general strike of the season will 
start to-day a little ahead of time, when 
seven hundred members of the Asphalt 
Workers’ Union will quit work on every 
contract fer asphalt paving in Manhattan 
and the Bronx to enforce a recognition of 
the union. The strike, started on Satur- 
day, but that being a short day the action 
takes effect to-day. The asphalt compa- 
nies affected by the strike are the Uvalde, 
Sicilian, Barber, and Continental. There 
are six other companies, but they have 
not started to work yet, as all the compa- 
nies were waiting until the Winter frosts 
were over. 

The strike ties up.all asphalt work in 
the following places: Thirty-nint® Street 
and Seventh Avenue, Forty-ninth Street 
and Lexington Avenue, Forty-eighth 
Street and First Avenue, Tenth Street and 
University Place, Thirty-fifth Street and 
Eighth Avenue, Forty-fifth Street and 
Madison Avenue, One Hundred and Forty- 
second Street and Eighth Avenue, One 
Hundred and Seventeenth Street and Fifth 
Avenue, Eighty-sixth Street and Fifth Avy- 
enue, Eighty-ninth Street and First Ave- 
nue, Hester Street and Bowery, One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-ninth Street and Union 
Avenue, Eighth Street and Avenue B, For- 
ty-ninth Street and Sixth Avenue, Fourth 
and Lewis Streets, Roosevelt and Oak 
Streets, Henry and Rutgers Streets, One 
Hundred and First Street and Third Ave- 
nue, and Fifty-first Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue. 

The engineers have decided, after a con- 
sultation with the representatives of the 
Asphalt Workers’ Union, not to work with 
non-union men. An attempt is to be made 
to get the pavers, rammers, curbstone 
setters, and all other workers connected 
with the paving of streets to . strike 
in sympathy.
